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THE YANTIC AND PROTEUS 


WHY THE TWO RELIEF SHIPS DID 
NOT KEEP TOGETHER. 


SOMMANDER WILDES CALLED UPON FOR EX- 
PLANATIONS—HIS SHIP IN P@OR CONDI- 
TION FOR AN ARCTIC CRUISE. 

- WasuincTon, Oct. 21.—On the 10th inst. 

the Secretary of the Navy addressed to Com- 

mander Wildes, of the Yantic, an official letter 
asking for fuller explanations with regard to the 
apparent failure of the Yantic to co-operate with 
the Proteus during the voyage made by the two 
ships to Smith’s Sound for the purpose otf relieving 
Licut. Greely. The letter is as follows: 


Navy Derartuent, Wassrnerton, D. C., Oct, 10. 

Zo Commander Wildes, Commanding United States 
Steam-ship Yantic, New-York : J 
Str: Your report from St. John, Newfoundjand, 
dated Sept. 7. 1883, of your cruise in the Yantic to 
the west coast of Greenlana, as a reserve ship 
for the Greely relief expedition, was duly re- 
ceived and has been carefully considered. 
The zea), energy, and general good conduct 
of yourself as commanding officer and of 
all the nava! officers connected with the relief ex- 
ition, are not doubtful, and call for the sincere 
commendation of the department, but the failure 
of the expeaition to accomplish anything for the 
relief of Lieut. Greely and his party, who are, 
therefore, forced, if now living. to eontend with 
the hardships and perils of a third arctic Winter, 
arouses the reasonabie inquiry: Did every member 
of the relief expedition, whether officer, seaman, 
soldier, or civilian, do bis utmost to accomplish 
guccess and to suecor and rescue the unfortunate 
orers, for whom he wentin search? Itis prob- 
able that the Greely party will be saved in spite of 
the failure you have recorded. It is possible it 
might have been lost, notwithstanding the wisest 
‘and most energetically conducted efforts for its 
relief. But those to whom was committed 
the reeent expedition must to-day be judged 
upon the hypothesis that their success 
wrould have saved the icebund bound, and tnat 
their failure will lead to its destruction. Nothing 
which good judgment, fidelity, persistency, and 
courage on the part of any naval officer might 
have accomplished can have been omitted without 
the condemnation of the Navy Department and of 
the whole anxious American people. 

Your instractions, under date of June 9, were to 
“proceed to the northward, through Davis's 
Straits. in company withthe steamer Proteus. if 

cable,” but not to go beyond Littleton Isl- 
and. It appears that the Yantic and Proteus were 
together at Disco Island on July 15, when 
the Proteus sailed northward; but that the 
Yautic did not finally leave that island 
until July 2: the Proteus reached Carey 
Isiand July 26: the Yantic not until Aug. 2; the 
Proteus Littieton Island July 22, and was 
erushea in the ice July 23; the Yantice aid not 
reach Littleton Island until Aug. 3. Between July 
28and Aug. 3, namely on July 26 and 28, Lieut. 
Garlington and the whole party of the Proteus had 
come to Littleton Island and Pandora Harbor, 
and not finding the Yantic, bad continued 
tothe south in open boatsinsearcn of her, not- 
withstanding the orders of the War Department, 
given for such a contingeney, toland with their 
stores at or near Life-boat Cove,in Littleton Island, 
and to prepare forremaining until next year. Had 
the Yantic, however, been at Littleton Island July 
2s, instead of being 12 days behind the Proteus, 
Lieut. Garlington’s relief party would have re- 
mained at that point, with ample supplies, keeping 
“their telescopes on Cape Sabine and the land to 
the northward.” and waiting for Lieut. Greely, 
whose orders required bim to endeavor to reach that 
vicinity not later than September, 1883, and who 
would not then bave found awaiting him, as is now 
the case, if be has successfully obeyed his orders, 
peither nouse nor provisions, but only the record 
of the complete failure of the mission of the Pro- 
teus and the Yantic. 

It does not, therefore.in the present aspect of 
the facts seem to the department that the Yantic 
properly fulfilled her duty as a tender to the Pro- 
teus, with which she had been ordered to proceed 
in company. while keeping 12 days behind her, and 
thereby defeating the object of the expedition. 
You will make such {ull explanation on this point 
&S you are abie. 

Your attention is also called to another point. 
You bad been furnished with copies of the instruc- 
ticns to Lieut. Garlingion and were aware that he 
wes ordered, in the event of the failure of the Pro- 
teus to reach Lady Franklin Bay, to establish the 
relief station at Littleton Island, and that Lieut. 
Greely would endeavor to reach that point in Sep- 
tember, expecting thereto find a relief party,a 
house. food, and provisions. You were at Littleton 
Island on Aug. 3, and learned that the Proteus 
bad been crushed and that.Lieut. Garlineton and his 
whole party had gone South. teaving notning for 
Greely at Littleton Island. You conid have readily 
landed there provisions and supplies, but omitted 
todoso. You will please explain this omission, 
and will furnish the Department a schedule 
tn detail of the provisions of ali kinds which you 
then had on board the Yantic, and a similar 
schedule of those you had on hand when you ar- 
rived at St. John on Sept. 12. In the instructions 
of the War Department to Lient. Garlington, 
dated June 4, 1883, is the following clause: “ A sbip 
ef the United States Navy. the Yantic, will accom- 

any you as far as Littleton Island, render- 
= you such aid as may become necessary 
sod as may be determined by the Captain of that 
rhip and yourself when on the spot.” You will in- 
form the department whether er not you had 
knowledge of this clause. Inclosed you will also 
find a eopy of a memorandum marked “ inclosure 
4,” containing instructions for the guidance of the 
navai tender and the Proteus, and you will inform 
the department whether, during yeur voyage, 
these or ary such instructions were seen by you 
or were only communicated to you. Very respect-

The “‘inclosure 4” referred to in Secretary 
Chandler's letter isa copy of the so-called * sup- 
plementary orders” of Lieut. Garlington. Com- 
mander Wilde’s reply to the Secretary’s letter is as 


tollows: 
Unitep States STEAMER YANTIC, | 
NAvY-YARD, New-York, Oct. 16, 1882. 
Tie Hon. W. EB. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: 

Sm: I bave to acknowledge the receipt of the 
Oepartment’s letter of the 10th inst. requesting 
information on certain points in connection with 
the late cruise of this vessel to the Arctic Seas. 
My orders directed me to “proceed to the north- 
ward through Davis's Straits in company with the 
Proteus if practicable, * * * which ship, being 
fitted for cruising in the ice, will probably take 
advantage of opportunities to reach her destina- 
tion which you would not feel authorized 
in taking in the Yantic. * * * You will 
take on board at St. John all the coal that you 
can safely carry, below and on deck, as it is very 
fesirable that you reach your destination with an 
ample supply still remaining for use. It may be 
possible to obtain a small supply of coal on the 
coast or Greenland, but this cannot be relied 
upon.” I sailed from St. John with 197 tons 
of coal below and on deck; the Proteus ear- 
ried between 500 and 600 tons. The Yan- 
tic, steaming with six fires, makes an 
average speed of six andahalf to seven knots 
per hour in smooth water. Tne Proteus, steaming 
at full speed (which Capt. Pike toia me he used to 
do) made about eight and a halfto nine knots per 
hour. On the run to Godhaven, under sail alone, 
1 kept well to the eastward to avoid the Labrador 
ice. The Proteus, some 60 miles west of ourtraek, 
under steam. pushed through a stream of ice 
for five hours, which was of a heavier nature 
than they are accustomed to meet on that coast, 
and which, ber officers stated, could not have been 
penetrated by the Yantic. The boilers of thie ves- 
sel were inapn unreliable condition when she was 
ordered to fit for the northern cruise. Repairs 
were pushed night and day to hasten her de- 
parture, but not being finished on sailing day the 
material for eompleting the work was put 
on board. Repairs were continued in st. John, 
but on our passage to Godhaven they were dis- 
continued, as it was desirable to have steam power 
ready for use in case of necessity. Having arrived 
at Godhaven, and knowing that from thence 
northward our main dependence would be 
on the engines, I determined get the 
boilers in fair condition before  Jeaving. 
This took six days. One day was then taken to 
get coal from the brig Peru, which had just ar- 
rived; then thick, stormy weather set in. which 
delayed our departure two days. I arrived in 
Godhaven with 170 tons of coal. In 
these narrow seas I thought the ship able 
to carry more than when she left St. 
John, and deemed it prudent for future 
operations to provide as muchas possible. For 
this purpose ] went to Rittenvank, where 20 tons 
were procured, and thence to Kudliset. where the 
supply. was completed. Our bunkers’and decks 
were then full, and being now as well prepared as 
I was able, July 25, we proceeded northward. 

My instructions also stated that “ You will rely 
toa certain extent upon the information which {s 
given you by the Danish authorities at Disco and 
Upernavik es tothe probable movements of ice, 
&c.”’ I visited Upernavik to obtain this informa- 
tion, arriving at 10 P. M. July By morning a 
fiense fog had set in and continued, with siigbt in- 
termissions, until the ist, when it cleared, and I 
proceeded to sea. No time was lost, and no 
unnecessary delay was made at any 
point. The Proteus, carrying a large supply of 
coal, and steaming at full speed, had only to delay 
to obtain the stores left at Godhaven last 
year, and a native dog driver from Disco fiord. She 
then went north without stopping. Had I sailed 
from Godhaven at the same time as the Proteus, 
beside being unable to keep up with ber, I should 
have arrived at Littietor Island, 1,000 miles distant, 
with my coal supply reduced to about 75 tons and 
the boilers in a leaky, precarious condition. (This 
Vessel burns with six fires, economical steaming. 
13 tons per day, besides an average of one ton per 
day for condensing and galley.) ‘This is without 
taking into account any detention from thick 
weather or ice, which eannot be counted on, us the 
norma) condition of this region appears tu_be fog. 

The body of water known as Melville Bay is so 
little understood generally that a short descrip- 
tion may not be out of place here. From (ape 
Shackleton. which may be regarded as the 
southern point, the coast trends northerly 150 
miles to Cape Walker, thence westerly 150 
miles to Cape Dudiey Digges. The coast 
line in one vast glacier, the rockv

headlands only projecting, which constantly 
discharges multitudes of icebergs, many of enor- 
mous size. These, drifting to the westward and 
grounding in the shoal water south of Cape York, 
frequently hang up for a whole season the vast 
fields of ice which accumulate during the Winter 
When not so hung up by bergs the “main” or 
* middle” pack, which is out of the influence of the 
current from Smith’s Sound to Davis's Straits, 
dritts back and forth with the prevailing winds, at 
times leaving open water bet ween it and the fast ice 
and again closing. The North Star was caught in 
August, 1849, and iuckily broke out after *hair- 
breadth escapes’’on the 25th of September, and 
sueceeded in getting into Wolstenholm Sound, 
where she wintered. The first Grinnell ——e, 
in 1855, was caught in the pack early in July, and 
not released until Aug. 15. Im 1852 the Fox was 
caught south of Cape York and drifted all Winter 
fn the pack. In 1875 the Alertand Discovery met 
the pack just outside the Brown Islands, near 
Upernavik, and were 34 hours pressing their way 
through. On the 22d of July, 1876, the Pandora 
was beset for eight days in the pack and 
only su y great exertions, In free 
ing herself, having been in imminent danger 
of being crushed. Many whale ships have been 
lost in this bay. During one year, the Gov- 
ernor of Upernavik states that he had 
200 men thrown on bounty, whose 
ships had been crushed in the fee. (See proceed- 
ings United States Nava) Institute, Dec. 11, 1873.) 
Commander Markham, second in command of the 
Alert, an arctic navigutor of no mean repute says: 
“The dangers connected with a passage through 
Meiville Bay are now so well known 
to all who have taken any interest in Arctic 
affairs, or who have devoted any time to the 
perusal of Arctic literature, that it is 
needless for me either to explain or dweil on them 
at any length. Many a well equipped ship bas 
been caught in the fatal embrace of this bay. 
What tales of woe and disaster cou'd 
its icy waters unfold.” &e. Capt. G. 8S. 
Nares, commanding the British polar expedition of 
1875-6, having been 34 hours in the middle pack. 
says: “Although we made so successful a voyage 
through a locality justly dreaded by experienced 
ice navigators, the conclusion must not be hastily 
arrived at that a similar passage can always be 
commanded. Hada strong breeze set in while we 
were among the ice we should have been beset in 
~ pack and at the very least delayed several 
ays.” 

In view of these facts I should have felt justified 
in delaying to a still later date the attempt to cross 
Melville Bay. or even not making the at- 
tempt at all. But I did not delay one 
moment after I considered my ship prepared 
and the weather had cleared, but pushed across to 
Cape York, feeling certain from the thick, togey 
weather, raw. chilly air, flumes of snow and 
smooth sea, that the middie pack was not far 
distant. Pandora Harbor was reached six days 
after the boats had gone south. To conclude 
this part, I did not intend to run the ves- 
sel under my command in the haphazard, happy- 
go-lucky fashion which finally brought the 
Proteus to grief, but to make sure, 80 
far as possible, of every step which I took. 
Had the Proteus been ordered to keep 
Company with the Yantie, it would have been 
vastly better for all concerned. 

I sailed from New-York bavinga ship's company 
of 124 enlisted men and 2 officers, with eight 
months’ provisions for 80 men on board. Every 
available space was utilized for their stow- 
age. On our passage northward, the usual ration 
was found insufficient, and 120 rations were issued. 
On learning of the loss of the Proteus I considered 
my first and paramount duty was to pick up the 
boats, which contained 37 men. Having done that. 
it would be time to consider what next. I 
had no doubt that I should do this, and 
hoped to find them at the Cary Islands, or 
failing there. somewhere between Cape Parry 
and Cape Athol. Should ay 4 have reached 
and entered the ice ef Melville Bay, I thought it 
impossible to tell when they would appear. Dr. 
Kane took 80 days to go over the same ground. This 
would necessitate my remaining very late in the 
season, as it was quite out of the question to re- 
turn home without them. But the pack prevented 
my reaching Cape Athol, and having worked 
through on Aug. 9% various fruitless attempts 
were made to fGnd-an opening between 
Cape Dudley Digges and Cape York. On 
the 10th a heavy pack appeared to the south- 
west; the wind was north-east, and the ice 
moving off-shore dowrm on us; there was ice be- 
hind us, preventing our return northward. I 
had no alternative but to proceed to Upernavik, 
In taking these steps I was governed by what 
I have previously stated in regard to the 
possibilities of Melville Bay and the prob- 
abilities of our being beset in the 
pack. Once involved in ice, 1 knew we would be 
helpless and our imprisonment of indefinite dura- 
tion. I had no fears for Lieut. Greely, who, living 
in a region reported well-stocked with game, has 
economized his provisions. Should he reach 
besides the provisions on 
the west coast, the rocks and waters 
between that island and the main land abound 
with walrus, the stench from  tueir  or- 
dure fouling the air for a long distance. On 
the neighboring main land reindeer are 
reported numerous. On the south-east of Cary 
Island there isacache of six months’ provisions 
for 20 men known to Lieut. Greely, who landed 
there. They would have to live Esquimaux fash- 
ion, but Dr. Kane and Lieut- Schwatka did that. 

The clause of Lieut. Garlington’s instructions 
mentioned on the last page of the Departments 
letter was known to me. The memorandum 
marked “ Inclosure 4,"" with no date or signature 
which I suppose are the ‘* supplementary instruc- 
tions’ so often spoken of, was never heard of by 
me until our arrival in St. John, nor seen until 
now. The schedule of provisions on hand Aug. 3 
and Sept. 15 are inclosed as directed. 

In conclusion, I beg to stste that I 
am prepared to shoulder all the re- 
sponsibility which preperly belongs to me, 
and if this statement is not satisfactory 
and there still remains doubt in the Depart- 
ment that have not done my duty as 
an officer of the United States Navy, I 
respectfully ask that a Court of Inquiry 
may be ordered on my _§ eonduct, as 
I do not wish to rest under the im- 
putation that I have heediessly and un- 
necessarily left Lieut. Greeley and party to the 
possibility of perishing by starvation. I am, Sir,

- Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 21.—George H. Por- 
ter, of the firm of Hubbell & Porter, mem- 
bers of the syndicate of capitalists who re- 
cently bought eight old ships of the United States 
Government, and who have been enjoined from 
Selling the property by Peter Clancey, of Bos- 


ton, said to Tue Trimes’s correspondent to-night: 
“Yes, we are in that vool. We bid on 
each of the old vessels offered for 
sale, and got one, and the rest of the 
combinatiou got seven. As for our attempting to 
swindle this man Clancy, its pure nonsense. 
We have done nothing nor attempted to 
do anything that was not honest and is 
accordance with the terms of our agree. 
ment. We offered to buy out Clancy 
at §$15,000, just ass. we bought out 
Lynch. Another prop #tion Was made to 
brake up the sLiDs and sell them 
for the benefit of all, placing one 
of the members of the syndicate in 
charge of this business. Claney held out 
against gentlemen representing five-sixtbs 
of the interests, and would not listen to the prop- 
osition, unless ‘he had a band in breaking the ships 
up, the others wanted another man.” 

* What do you think of the injunction?” 

**I do not believe it willamount toanything. I 
don’t see how it can.”’ 

*“*How much profit do you expect the syndicate 
will make?’ 

“Ob, if the shins were broken up now, at 
the present prices of old brass and 
fron there would be from $40,000 to

much at present prices. He has an idea that his 
abare will be worth $25,000 profit.”

THE AGITATORS AND CRIMINALS 
OF IRELAND. 

ORANGEMEN BEYOND THE CONTROL OF 

THEIR LEADERS—GEN. PRYOR’S VIEW 


OF O’DONNELL’S CRIME. 
» Dustin, Oct. 21.—Daniel Lucy, bailiff to 
Mr. Massey, has been found dangerously wounded 
on Mushera Mountain, in a wild district near 
Macroom, County Cork. This is supposed to be 
an agrarian outrage. 

Lonpon, Oct. 22.—Lord Rossmore, as Grand 
Master of the Orangemen of Monaghan, has writ- 
ten to the newspapers calling attention to the se- 
rious state of affairs in Ulster. He says that hence- 
forth the self-restraint of Orangemen cannot be 
reckoned upon; that only the utmost efforts of 


himself and other leaders prevented the Orange- 
men from storming the hili at Roslea during the 
recent Farnellite meeting. If the Government, he 
says, allows such disloyal meetings to continue in 
Ulster the result will be bloodshed and perhaps 
civil war. 

Gen. Pryor, O’Donnell’s American counsel, in 
an interview said he was satisfied that O’Donnell 
killed Carey in self-defease. He said it would be 
proved beyond question at the trial that O’Don- 
nell went to Africa with no design of killing Carey 
and was unaware of the latter's presence on board 
the steamer when he embarked. Carey 
according to Gen. Pryor’s theory, finding himself 
discovered, provoked a quarrel in order to antici- 
pate the blow which he expected O'Donnell, 
as an Irishman, would strike. Manslaughter, 
in Gen. Pryor’s opinion, was the utmost 
O'Donnell could be found guilty of, 
Every effort is being made to bring the 
witnesses from Cape Town to England. ‘I be- 
lieve,” Gen. Pryor said, “that O’Donneil will have 
a fair trial. I find that there is no prejudice 
against him. Idonot expect that I will take a 
public art in the trial, but simply help 
the other counsel by consultation and 
suggestion. I shall remain in London until the 
trial is finished. I have seen O’Donnell, and he im- 
pesress me as being a simple-minded, ingenuous 

rishman, anything but an assassin. The trial will 
occur in the middle of Novemver and last two or 
three days.” 

A National League demonstration, followed 
by a banquet, was held at Wexford on Sun- 
day. Mr. Michael Davitt,and Messrs. Healy, Sul- 
livan, Leamy, and Small. members of Parliament 
were present. Mr. Davitt denounced landlordism, 
and said he regretted to observe that the National 
League did not present that solid front which 
it possessed three yearsago. He asked the manhood 
of the eountry to push forward the organization 
until victory should crown or defeat overcome 
its efforts. Mr. Healy maintained that the rate of 
interest under the Laborers’ act wasto high. He 
warned the people against land-grabbing. At the 
banquet Mr. Healy was presented witha purse of 
£590 from residents in County Wexford. 

PRIEST 
THE EARTH aGAIN QUAKING. 
SHOCES AT TANGIER, CADIZ, AND HUELVA— 
SUFFERING IN ASIA MINOR. 

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—-A harmless shock of 
earthquake, lasting three seconds, was felt at Tan- 
gier on Saturday morning. 

MapDnRip, Oct. 21.—A severe shock of earth- 
quake, lasting three seconds, was felt on Saturday 
inthe Provinces of Cadiz and Huelva. No dam- 
age was done. 

Lonpon, Oct. 22—Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
pany has received thé following dispatch from 


Constantinople: ‘ Later details confirm the state- 
ment that the first accounts of the earthquake 
in Anatolia were greatly exaggerated. At Vourla, 
near Smyrna, where 200 huts were wrecked, — 
two pereaee were killed and seven. injured. 
One thousand of the inhabitants are quartered in 
long tents outside of the ruined village. Ten ham- 
lets near Chesme suffered more or less. Altogether, 
57 persons were killed and 150 injured in 
that district. The foregoing numbers of 
persons killed represent the total loss 
of life, although 14.678 persons were rendered 
homeless. Allare being fed by the authorities-in 
obedience to the Sultan's orders. Tht sick are be- 
ing placed under sheiter and are being attended by 
doctors and surgeons. At Chesme only 20 per 
cent. of the houses were damaged and in most 
cases slightly.”

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Paris, Oct, 21.—M. Cochery, Minister of 
Posts and Telegraphs, gave a banquet to-day, in 
bis capacity as President, to 46 delegates to the 
International Conference for the Protection ot Sub- 


marine Cables. Among the guests were Premier 
Ferry, Mr. Morton, the United States Minister, and 
the Danish, Japanese, Mexican, and Portuguese 
Ministers.

A FATAL DOMESTIO FEUD. 
———_»- —_—_ 
AN IOWA MAN OF DOUBTFUL CHARACTER 
SHOT BY HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

Des Morngs, Iowa, Oct. 21.—The murder of 
Mayor Stubbs at Polk City occurred in April, 1852. 
He was awakened by the presence of some one in 
his house about 3o0'clock in the morning, and onris- 
ing he fell dead at the door of his bedroom with a 
bullet in his brain from the burglar's pistol. Who 
did the murder has ever since been a mystery, but 
the shocking circumstance has again come into 
prominence by the murder of W. A. Kline, at 


the hands of his brother-in-law, David 
Cool, which event oceurred yeaterday 
morning. Kline, whose record § in the 
past has been a suspicious one, though he was 
never proved a criminal, was formerly a resident 
of Jasper County, but he removed with his family 
to Corning, Adams County, about two years aco, 
where he became a partner of Dr. Salts, a drug- 
gist, who had also formerly lived in Jasper County. 
About a year ago Kline was arrested for the mur- 
der of Stubbs, and after a protracted examination 
before Justice Labour, in this city, he was commit- 
tea for murderin the first degree. Kline, how- 
ever, produced very complete alibi testi- 
mony at the hearing, and his commit- 
ment was generally accepted as ‘precautionary. 
Three months later Kline and John Weir, the lat- 
ter a hard character, appliea for a hearing on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and Judge McHenry trans- 
ferred the case to Circuit Judge Given, whw, after 
a patient inquiry, found that Kline, on the evi- 
dence, ought to be released and Weir held, which 
finding was approved a Judge McHenry. Kline 
recently removed to the farm ot his deceased 
father, near Clyde, in Jasper County, which has 
been managed since the elder Kline’s death by 
David Cool. the husband of Kline’s sister. The 
return of Kline served to embitter Cool 
greatly, and there have been  freauent 
quarrels. On Friday g violent quarrel occurred. 
Yesterday morning Kline’s nephew, Mann Kline, 
and a neighbor named Downing were seated at 
the table talking, while Cool and a neighbor named 
Starkweather sat by the stove. The party at the 
table ignored Cool, who seemed very moody and 
sullen. Cool rose and entered the pantry, but no 
one noticed the movement, nor that he had passed 
behind W. A. Kline. Aloud report was heard, and 
those present saw Cool standing with a 
heavy revolver, still smoking, in his hand, 
while Kiline’s head and body were droop- 
ing forward on the table. The three 
men started toward the door, Cool swearing he 
would kill them all and another bullet lodged in 
the door-case as Downing, the last to go out, 
passed. Cool followed them out and fired at Mann 
Kline, who was mounting a horse to go fora doc- 
tor, but missed his aim. Cool then hurriedly left 
the house and was at large until to-day, when he 
was arrested, the-brushy timber along Skunk 
River affording excellent concealment. 

Two physicians residing at Clyde were sum- 
moned, and their examination of Xline’s wound 
showed that it was fatal, the ball having entered 
below the left shoulder ana penetrated the spinal 
column. Kline breathed heavily all day, but 
never spoke. Late in the afternoon he was still 
alive, though failing. Kline is not of robust frame, 
and is prebably enfeebled by his long confinement 
in jail. Cool is past the prime of life, and is be- 
Neved not to be of sound mind. He has been con- 
fined in the insane asylum at Mount Pleasant. 
Much excitement prevails, but the measure of 
sympathy excited is very meagre.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 21.—A sensation has 
been caused here by the reception by prominent 
citizens of notices from certain attorneys in Rich- 
mond, Va., that they owed various amounts on old 
scores which many of them had forgotten.

A like success in other 
cities started cff the new enterprise with a rush, 
and it began business. The rates of the new com 

any were the same as those of the old, but it soon 
Pad a practical monopoly in all the leading cities 
ofthe South.

Bullock, then manager for 
the Soutnern Express @ompany for Georgia and 
three or four other States, appreciating the !oss of 
business, struck ona policy which resulted in the 
downfall of the new concern. He knew 
that the young company did not have much 
capital and could not stand m& war. 
By his advice rates were cut and cut until the 
National Company found themselves short of 
money to pay running expenses. The stockhold- 
ers were levied on for more morey, and the con- 
cern wentto pieces. A meeting of the Directors 
was held in Baltimore, and the company was 
turned overtothe management of the Southern 
Express Company on fair conditions. Thousands 
of dollars had been lost throughout the South, but 
when things failed it was considered as an end of 
arisky business.

ANXIOUS BULLS AND BEARS

AWAITING THE TURN IN NORTH- 
ERN PACIFIC 10-DAY. 

THE BEARS FULL OF REASONS IN THRIR 
OWN FAVOR AND THE BULLS LIKEWISE 
SATISFIED THAT THE END IS NOT YET. 

The lobby of the Windsor Hotel was thronged 
with speculators yesterday and last evening, who 
came to hear the talk about the squeeze in North- 
ern Pacific preferred and discuss the outlook for 
to-day. The scene was alively one for Sunday. 

The gathering first formed in the morning, 

again after lunch, and again jin the even- 

ing, Addison Cammack, Charles F. Woerisnoffer, 

John B. Hillyer, R. P. Herrick, ex-Surrogate 

Hutchins, Charles J. Osborn, Joseph W. Burnham,

Whether the squeeze would continue to day was 
& question that was discussed above all others. 
The hopeful bears did not believe it would. They 
argued that the Northern Pacific syndicate had got 
hola of every share it could Jay bands on and held 
it until after the beoks closed Saturday in order 
that it might be registered in the names 
of the persons who would vote it in favor 
of the new _ twenty-million-dollar mortgage, 
The stock bad served its purpose and would be 
put in circulation again at once. Much of the stock 
was borrowed, probably to be returned to-day, 
and there might not be a better opportunity to 
work off a big block of it than at the opening 
this morning, when prices would be stiff. 
According to the extreme bear argument, 
two hours after the Stock Exchange 
opened the bottom would drop out, and no 
more would be beard of it. Anyway,if an effort 
was made to keep up the corner all the loose stock 
outside of New-York would be sent in at once to 
be sold or loaned at the high figures. The bulls 
said Villard had the bearsin a bad fix and would 
make them bunt their holes. There was no 
end of liquidation to be done and nothing 
like enough loose stock to be secured 
to ease up things. The bears would be lucky if 
they were not supjected to the squeezing process 
for three or four days. The market had fair warn- 
ing. The shorts knew that the books were going 
to close Saturday, and knew exactly what the Vil- 
lard party was up to. If they failed in their cal- 
culations Saturday, when driven into a corner, 
that was a pretty good indication that they mignt 
be wrong in their belief that they would be able to 
cover without difficulty to-day. 

A large wager was made that the stock would 
open higher this morning than it closed Saturday. 
No end of bets were offered that renewals and 
loans would be made at from 2 to 5 percent. There 
were plenty Of takers, and in the aggregate a 
large amount of money was put up on the 
course of the stock. The air was thick 
with stories of one kind or another. One 
was that there was a chance that the proposition 
to put out the new mortgage would be defeated 
by a strong adverse interest. Mr. Villard, accord- 
ing to this story, told the syndicate backing him 
that it must get together the necessary 
amount of stock to carry the election 
or he would abandon the road. A large 
*operator, who has borne the reputation of being

They said that the new mortgage would take 
precedence over the referred stock, and 
would, therefore, reduce the value of 
tne latter. A Director of the Northern 
Pacific said the mortgage would do more to help 
the stock than anything else. Many holders had 
been frightened into the belief that the road would 
go into bankruptcy if the company was unable to 
issue the mortgage. The mortgage would enable 
the company to pay the floating debt. 
Improvements could be made on the road, equip- 
ments could be bought, and the property put in 
good shape for business, thereby making it 
stronger. He intimated that the squeeze was by 
no means over. A lot of 100 shares would do duty 
in a dozen transactions, and the stock would now 
all be called in. Large amounts of the stock were 
put out Friday, seller 3. That would be due to-day 
and would make matters worse for the shorts. 
A member of a large house, who said he was not in 
the squeeze, declared that the bears kad squeezed 
themselves. When the stock began to growscarce 
they became frightened, and rushed the prices up 
on themselves beyond reason.

A MALIGNANT FORM OF THE DISEASE AP- 

PEARS IN THE BATAVIA INSTITUTION. 

Batavia, N. Y., Oct, 21.—Five members of 
the Board of Trustees of the State Institution forthe 
Blind held a meeting at the institution this morn- 
ing, owing to the alarming prevalence of malig- 
nant diphtheria, which broke out among the 
pupils on Friday, when Howard Parson, 13 years 
old, @ pupil, whose parents live in Palermo, 
Oswego County, was discovered to be suffering 
from sore throat. His throat was only slightly con- 
gested, but it rapidly became worse, and 


the boy died yesterday noon. ‘he at- 
tending physieian pronounced the disease 
diphtheria in its most malignant form. Ow- 
ing to the serious nature of the malady 
the boy’s body was buried here yesterday after- 
noon, and the utmost precautions were taken to 
prevent the disease from spreading. During the 
afternoon, however, two other pupils were found 
to be suffering from the same cause. and later 
another was attacked. One of them is dangerously 
ill, while the symptoms of the others have not yet 
fully developed. Itisa singular fact that all the 
victims are boys. Dr. M. W. Townsend, of Ber- 
gen, one of the Trustees, who was called 
in consultation with the institution physician, 
Dr. D. L. McNamara, arrived about 1 o'clock 
this morning. and finding the condition 
of affairs alarming, called M. H. Peck. Jr., 8. Masse, 
Nelson Bogue, and Gorton Bentley, Trustees, who 
reside in Batavia, to the institution to determine 
what course should be taken. They were in ses- 
sion two hours and inquired fully into the par- 
ticulars. They came to the eonclusion that the 
wisest course would be to close the school until 
all danger had been power. They directed the 
Superintendent to send home all pupils who have 
homes to go to and to place the few who are home- 
less in a remote part of the building. The Super- 
intendent was also instructed to learn the condi- 
tion of each pupiltwo weeks hence, and have all 
those who wish to do so return. 

There have been 140 pupils in the institution,’ and 
this afternoon there was an exodus of jthe greater 
partofthem. They belong all over this section of 
the State, mostof them eoming from counties 
east of here. Fortheir accommodation a special 
car was oh erg The parents of each pupil were 
telegraphed to. The breaking out of the mal- 
ady created a great deal of excitement 
about town, deaths among the blind pu- 
pils having heretofore been combaratively few 
and none having occurred from any contagious 
disease. A lurge number of deaths from diphtheria 
have occurred in the village, which Is wretchedly 
drained. The day before youss Parsons was at- 
tacked, he nearly died in convulsions, brought on 
by being hit on the head accidentally in a collision 
with another pupil in the hall. His blindness was 
caused by a fall three years ago. by which his skull 
was fractured, and since then he has been subject 
to convulsions, Whether the convulsions caused 
the attack of diphtheria is not known, but Dr. 
Townsend gives it as his opinion that the cause of 
the diphtheritie cases was defective sewerage, as 
he found foul gases arising from nearly all the 
pipes emptying into the main sewer, which runs to 
u swamp back of the building. The building is on 
the highest ground in town. The drinking water 
is said to be impure and the sanitary arrangements 
not good. The Trustees will do all that is possible 
to — the evil during the absence of the pu- 
pils, and it is hoped they will succeed in removing 
the cause of the disease.

WHY THE BOAT-HOUSE BALCONIES FELL— 
THE INJURED STUDENTS. 

Boston, Oct. 21.—Further investigation 
shows that the fall of the balconies of the Har- 
vard Boat Club house was the result of the cant- 
ing of one of.the supporting piles. The lower 
balcony, or platform, as some called it. fell first, 
and the upper almost immediately crashed upon 
it. The platform, or lower balcony, projected be- 
yond the upper one at either end, and its face- 
plate rested on six piles, which were not driven 
into the bottom because of its hardness, but were 
set into the bed of the river about 3feet. The 
face-plate was only 4 inches thick, in order 


that the summers, extending one from each pile 
from the side of the boat-house, might have a por- 
tion of the square end of the pile on which to t. 
The floor timbers lay upon these summers, and the 
face-piate was built up to the level of the former. 


The southern of the two middle plles had worked. 


out until only three inches of the thickness of the 
face-plate rested on it,and as long ago as three 
years a piece of joist was spiked across diagonally 
from it to the summer to hold it in position. 
The upper balcony was 12 feet above the platform, 
a lower balcony, which itself was 9 feet above the 
river bottom. A post stood directly over each of 
the four middle piles, from the platform to the 
upper balcony, supporting the latter. When the 
students crowded to the front of the balcony and 
platform, and chiefly on the south end, under 
which the defective pile was, the latter was forced 
out more, carrying the face-plate and the base of 
the post above with it. The platform floor dropped, 
and the upper one broke, bringing the crowd upon it 
down upon those below. any of those on the 
lower floor jumped out into the water, while the 
most of those above were precipitated into the 
water upon and among the others. Those most 
seriously hurt, as telegraphed last night. were 
caught between the two floors. The boat-house 
was originally built: by the students in 1870, put in 
1877 the college assumed the debt which had been 
contracted and took the property. The club has 
sinee paid a rental of about $480 a yeer, and the 
college has made the repairs. A new boat-house 
and a substantial one will probably now be built. 

Of the seriously injured studerts F. S. Mead still 
suffers severely, but his parents have hopes of his 
recovery, ‘The others are doing well, and will 
eventually come out all right.

A URACKSMAN TELLS ABOUT THE 
WOODBURY BANK ROBBERY. 
MR. HIGGINS, ALIAS “BLUE JAKE,’’ CON- 

FESSES THAT THE PADDY RYAN GANG, 
INCLUDING HIMSELF, DID THE JOB. 

¥. New-Haven, Oct. 21.—R. H. Higgins, alias 
“Richard Hadley,” alias ‘‘Blue Jake,” a cracks- 
mar. with three or four other aliases, who slipped 
his handcuffs and escaped from Sheriff Porter, of ° 
Litchfield County, recently, while on his way 
to State prison at Wethersfield to serve a 10 
years’ sentence for horse-stealing, has made 
an interesting contribution to the litera- 
ture of orime. He was known to be 
amember of the notorious Paddy Ryan gang, 
whose robberies of Post Offices and banks and 
depredations throughout New-York and Western 
Connecticut have been chronicled far and near. 
Higgins, who is still at large, was the real leader of 
the Ryan gang. Tom Brown, alias “Frank How- 
ard," a well-known New-York pickpocket, was the 
other fellow arrested with Higgins, and through 
them came the ultimate breaking up of the Ryan 
gang in New-York City. Ryan was arrested, and 
owned up to all the robberies save that of crack- 
ing the safe in the Woodbury (Conn.) Bank. 

It now transpires that Higgins made a detailed 
confession of his} connection with that crime to 
Jailer Phipps at the Litchfield County Jail. 
A Times correspondent has been permitted to 
read and make extracts from this confession. 
Higgin’s story is very interesting. Hesays: ‘‘ The 
Woodbury Bank robbery was put up by James 
Farley. There was also a man named ‘Vince’ 
Murphy connected with it, but the actual work ~ 


was done by Paddy Ryan and Tom Brown. Farley 
looked over the ground, and found that there was 
a wire running between Cashier Bull's h 

the bank, and it was thought to he a burglar 
alarm, and in view of that fact Murphy was 
brought into it, as he 1s a practical te pb oper- 
ator and wasthe man who tampe with the 
wires in the a and Bliss matter. He was to at- - 
tend to the cutting off of the circuit to prevent 
any alarm. He isan intimate friend of Farley’s. 
pees Evan ig the man who put up the money for 

@ job. 

‘* After the preliminaries were arranged. Brown 
and I went to Tillotsen’s in Dey-street, New-York, 
and purchased six gravity cell batteries, a line- 
tapping clamp, a detector galvanometer, two or 
three double and treble connectors, and 100 feet 
of covered wire, and the understanding was that 
Murphy should run off the current from the house. 
We were to do the jobon Friday night, and Brown 
and I went up on Thursday night from Bridgeport 
and carried the tools and batteries, and we were tc 
re up everything for Friday night, and Brown and 
Ilay in the woods all day Friday and Saturday. 
On Saturday t the two Ryans came up by way _ 
of the New-York City and Northern Railroad, but 
Farley and Murphy did not come. On Sunday 
morning about 2 o’clock we went and ex- 
amined the wire, and decided that it did 
not connect with the house, as we did not see 
it attached to any door or window. bat 
merely to some kind of an instrument, 
which wetook tobe atelegraph instrument fot 
some private wire. We went down to the ceme- 
tery where the pickets are off, and there cut the 
wire and tapped it and ran it through the galva- 
nometer and found no eurrent. We then detached 
the instrument and rolled up the wire. I sent 
Brown to Cashier Bull’s house to see if thea 
would go off, butit did not. SolI connected th 
wire again with the clamp so that if it should be 
used next day it woulda not tesprarg, 

“We staid in the woods all the next day, and 
that night we went down on the main road lead- 
ing to Woodbury and went into one place and got 
a horse, to arother place and got a wagon, and 
drove into Woodbury and hitched the horse under 
the church shed opposite the bank. Then we went 
downthe road to where the clamp was onthe 
wire, and while I rempved the clamp Brown went . 
down to Cashier Bull's house ana Paddy Ryan 
went haif way. {lit a match wien I took off 
the clamp, and Paddy Kyan lit an answering 
match. This was done beeause I wanted to signal 
Brown when I let the wire loose so that he could 
tell if it gave an alarm in Cashier Bull’s house, and 
as it was too far fer Brown to see my match I sig- 
naled Yvaddy, and he signaled to Brown. We 
waltad about 10 minutes after ding that 
no zlarm had. heen given we 9 the bank. © 
We first spread out tools ne stoop. 
across the street,and then took part of them 
over and left them on the stoop of the bank, and 
then Paddy Ryan and Brown went up stairs to see 
if any one slept over the Dang. Paddy Ryan 
picked the room door and flashed a light into the 
room, and then came down stairs and said no ene 
was there, that it was a dress-maker’s room and 
that there was a silk dress lying there, and he 
— if any of us wanted it to give to any of our 
girls. 

**Paddy Ryan picked the bank door, and he and 
Brown went in and Mike Ryanand Istaidout. I 
steod at the foot of the stairs, as I thought 
I heard some one moving around in the 
next house up atairs, and I was going 
to look out for them. Mike Ryan kept 
a general lookout outside. In about 10 minutes 
Brown came outside and told me to go in and give 
Paddy a lift, as he was, tired out; so I went in. 
Paddy had the drilling-machine up and a hole part 
of the way through, and I took hold of it and fin- 
ished it. Then we took down the drillizz-macbine, 
but left a small screw eye in the floor, which was 
used to hold the back brace: we put a puller on 
the door and pulled it open, and the puller split 
the door. We next put in a jimmy and threw back 
the bolts. The pulier we used is the same that 
was taken at Canaan. We got about $90 in cash, I 
think, at least about $22 each, and $7,500 in bunds. 
By this time it was 3 o'clock or after. We went 
out and jumped in the wagon, and drove down to 
Big Oak, or big Elm, Tree Tavern, about haif a 
mile from Pomerang Valley Station, and as we had 
driven bard, our horse was_almost played out. 
Brown and Mike jumped out of the wagon, and 
soon after Brewn came back leading a horse by the 
halter, and Mike Ryan was carrying the harness. 
We did not change horses here, as we were right 
in front of the house, and it was getting daylight, 
but Brown got in the back of the wagon and led 
the horse by the halter until we had gene haif a 
mile, and then we changed horses. We drove dewn 
by atoll-gate near the Housatonic River, where 
we paid toll. Then we drove direct t> Bridgeport. 

‘Brown afterward reported that they‘could?de 
nothing with the bonds. He said that he had 
taken them to Johnny Allen’s, in New-York, and 
Alien told bim he would take them for two daysin 
order to find out whether they were good. 
He said that the only ones that were good were 
the horse oar bonds, but as they were local they 
were too dangerous to handle, and he would 
rather not have anything to do with them at pres- 
ent, and the other bonds were no good, as they 
were registered. Brown then turned them over to 
Paddy Ryan, and Paddy says that he burned the 
church bond, and I think he did, as it was no good. 
The others he gave to some person who 
tried to dispose of them, but failed. I 
have learned since that Paddy said he had 
mailed the bonds to my woman, but she told me 

esterday that she had not received them, so, per- 
fee Iwas mistaken. Paddy was up to see my 
wife, I think, last Sunday, but he did not give the 
bonds to her then, and she thinks it was because — 
he did not wish to be known as having handled 
them. 

“Soon after being put here I saw Prescott, a 
lawyer ot Litchfiela, and told my case tohim. He 
thougbt the authorities could do nothing except 
take me for horse-theft, and that if I had some 
money I might get out of that. So [told himabout 
the bonds, as he said there was a-reward of $5U0 
for them, and it wes arranged that he should re- 
turn them and give me half of what he got. A 
fortnight ago he came to see me and showed me a 
check for $425. He said that was all be received. 
He gave me my half and I sent it by him to my 
wife. I don’t want that money touehed, as it is all 
she has to live on. 

“Paddy Ryan lives at No. 238 East Twenty-fourth: 
street in New-York. Mike Ryan did live with a 
woman named Belle Brady, on Twenty-sixth- 
street and Lexington-avenne, and Belle, it is said. 
now lives in East Thirty-third-street. Farley used 
to be with Paddy Ryan’s mother, at No. 300 East 
Twenty-third-street. Vince Murphy was arrested 
a little while ago for an express package robbery. 
He is an expert telegrapher and is used whenever 
anything in his line is needed.”

LONDON TOPICS OF THE DAY 


WAR IN EUROPH, SOCIAL SCIENCE, 
MUSIC, AND THE DRAMA. 
GIGNIFICANT VIEWS OF THE DUKE OF CAM- 

BRIDGE—PROTECTION FOR FORESTS— 

THE LERDS FESTIVAL 

Lonpon, Oct. 9.—Yesterday a‘friend of 
mine was in conversation with the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and his Royal Highness told him that war 
between Russia and Germany, sooner or later, 
was certain. Such words coming from such a 
source ate important. The Duke of Cambridge 
has only within the last few days returned from 
Germany, where he has been witnesslog the mili- 
tary mang@uvres, and he has, of course, been in 
Intimate association with the Emperor, the 
Princes, and ail the great Generals of the German 
Army. The anticipation of the British Com- 
mander-in-Chief may prove mistaken, but the 
fact that it has been formed by him at all—and of 
this fact there is no doubt—is extremely signifi- 
cant. The royal Duke is of opinion that in the 
event of such a collision as he expects, Germany is 
likely to be victorious. This seems probable 
enough, considering that Germany has never since 
ber conflict with France ceased tora moment to 
improve and perfect her wonderful mj! tary or- 
ganization; but there are other creat authorities 
who hold a different view—Lords Wolseley and 
Sunderiand among them—and who believe that in 
Russia Germany would find more than her match. 
The immediate ground for the rather startling 
forecast which the Duke of Cambridge has just 
atterea may not be very apparent, beyond the fact 
that there has long been 4 growing hatred between 
the German and the Russian people, especially on 
the part of the Jatter toward the former, because 
Russia is overrun with Germans who monopolize 
all the best posts in the country and who prove 
more enterprising and successful than the 
slugeish Muscovite. That there is any im- 
mediate prospect of a rupture between Russia and 
Germany is not probable—certainly it is not likely 
to take place in the life-time of the Emperor Wil- 
liam, who is known to be personally much attached 
to the Russian Court, But the Emperor is now a 
very old man—86 years of age—anu It is hardly pos- 
sible that his reign can be prolonged many years, 
while it is believed that the younger members of 
his house are bound by no strong ties of affection 
tothe house of Romanoff. Wer between Russia 


and Austria—rivals in the aspirations and interests 
in the race of Europe—would seem more probable, 
while arupture between Germany and France is 
always onthe cards. On referring the dictum of 
the Duke of Cambridge to a very competent an- 
thority on European politics, however, I was told 
that the event it foreshadowed was not at all im- 
probable. It might arise out of any one of the 
many intrigues which Russia is actively pursuing 
in the East, and one of which might at any moment 
periousiy interfere with the plans of Germany. 
Meanwhile, the Franco-Spanish quarre! does not 
show signs of abatement, and it is thought that 
serious trouble may yet come of it. In any case, 
those best acquainted with the undercurrents of 
Continental politics contidentiy believe that an- 
other year will not pass over our heads without a 
great European war. In what quarterand out of 
what circumstances it may arise {t is, of course, 
Impossibie to predict; but—and it is a sad thing to 
think of—a war js pretty nearly ‘‘due,” to judge 
from the intervals which have elapsed from time 
to time Between the wars of the last 30 years, and 
which have recurred on an average of about five 
years, the period which has now nearly expired 
since the close of the Russo-Turkish campaign. 

The Social Science Congress at Huddensfield, 
which bas just come to a close, has been more than 
merely successful. For many years past the public 
intercet in this body has been declining. Its pro- 
ceedings have degenerated more and more into 
mere idie taik, and the disinclination of really first- 
class people to take part in its deliberations has 
seemed to be increasing. This year, however, the 
congress bas had the advantage of obtaining a first- 
rate Presidentin Sir Richard Temple, one of the 
most distinguished of our Angio-Indians, and his 
remarkable address on the subject of forestry has 
get men thinking on a topic the importance «f 
which has been greatly overlooked of late years. 
No one who travels through England can fuil to 
note with regret how rapidly our old forests are 
disappeuring. Fine timber is being cut down 
“right and left,” and no effort seems to be made to 
replace the stately oaks and elms that hare been 
felied. In the beautiinul district on the Thames 
of whieh I lately spoke the woods were falling 
fast before the axe, and nothing, so far as I could 
gee, was being done with the land on which they 

However, our public men seem at last to 
waking up to the importance of this matter of 
preserving or restoring our forests, and the care 
which is at last being taken of the New and Epping 
Forests, of Burnham Beeches, and the like, are 
romising signs. The Social Science Congress of 
is year has also been rendered notable for the 
interesting revelations made by Mr. Howard Vin- 
cent, chief of the Criminal Investigation, on the 
subject of our detective service. There is no 
branch of our police which is more attacked and 
derided. but while it bas deserved some of the re- 
proaches jeveled against it, there can be Ilitle doubt 
that it has been rendered far more efficient 
since the famous scandals of some four or fire 
ears ago were brought to light. Mr. Howard 
incent has shown that the public cry for amateur 
etectives. for a e#o-called superior class of in- 
telligent and educated men to track down thieves 
and murderers, is based on ignorance. The *'gen- 
tleman detective,” poy A officers, “ younger 
sons” and the like, have en tried and have 
roved “utter failures."" A notable success has 
fost been achieved by the detectives to accentuate 

r. Vincent's remarks. They have caught Mr. 
George Warden, the absconding Secretary of the 
London and River Place Bank, who walked off 
with some $500,000, and the capture seems to have 
been made very cleverly. The defaulter fled to 
the Continent, but this movement appears to have 
been only a blind, for he “doubled” back, re- 
turned to London and sought refuge in the honse 
of a relative, where he was taken. This and 
other successes of the detective force, more par- 
ticularly the triumphant exposure of the dyna- 
mite conspira’ors, have certainly greatly raised 
the service in public estimation. Itis believed 
that much more is done in the way of espionage 
and secret subornation than was formerly the case 
and than our strictest moralisfs relish, and that 
this bas been the fruit of Mr. Howard Vincent's 
repeated visitsto the Continent. But we do not 
inquire too narrowly into such things, and the 
virtuous British public are content to accept the 
resuits,so long as too much is not said as to the 
means by which they are brought about. 

To-morrrow the Leeds Musical Festival will be 
ppened in the presence of the Duke and Duchess 
of Albany, and great things are expected from it. 
No fewer than four novelties are promised, and 
three of the new works are from the pens of 
British composers. Sir George Macfarren’s oratorio, 
“ King David.” is, lam told by those who have 
beard the rehearsals. a really great work, the mas- 
terpiece of the distinguished compo-er now over 
70 years of age and totally biind. He bas been bis 
own “librettist,""and has selected the words of 
bis oratorio from those persiens of Holy Writ 
which tell of the story of Bathsheba and the aeath 
ofAbsaliom. The work is divided into two paris. 
the first relating to the crime itself and the second 
to the retribution that follows. The oratorio is 
preceded by a very fine and elaborate over- 
tare illustrative of David’s earlier life. Great 
expectations are also excited by reports of 
the excellence of Mr. Barnby’s psaim, ‘The 
Lord Reizneth,” and Mr. Alfred Cellier's musical 
setting of Gray’s “ Elegy,” while the late Joachim 
Raff’s sy mphony-oratorio, **The End of the World,” 
framed on the lines of the modern German schoo).

POST OFFICES AND THHIR WORK. 


ssaetuiglabhaibcs 
REPORT OF FIRST ASSISTANT POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL HATTON. 
Wasuinoton, Oct. 21.—The annual report 
of the First Assistant Postmaster-General, Mr. 


Frank Hatton, says the average amount of work 
performed in each of the divisions of his office dur- 


| ing the past fiscal year, except in a few in- 


stances, exceeded that of any previous year. 
The whole number of Post Officas on June 30, 
1883, was 47,863, an increase of 1,632 during the 
year. Appointed by sections the increase in the 
six New-England States was 36; in the Middle 
States and the District of Columbia, 223; in the 
Southern States and Indian Territory, 725; in the 
«s States and six Territories of the West and North- 
west, $8), and on the Pacific slope, 68. Pennsylva- 
nia has the largest number of Post Offices of any 


of the States, the number being 3,716. New-York 
followed with 3,088, and Ohio wus third on the list, 
with 2,680. The largest increase in the number of 
Post Offices in any one of the States and Territo- 
ries during the year was in Dakota, the number 
being 172. 

During the year 10,795 letters were written 'o 
Postmasters and to private individuals involving 
decisions under postal regulations and laws, and 
$2,000 was collected from publishers of second- 
class matter for violation of law in inclosing third- 
class matter in second-class publications. Pub- 
lishers of jegitimate newspapers are specially inter- 
ested in sustaining the department in its efforts, 
through the division of postal laws and regulations 
to exclude from the pound rate all publications de- 
signed primarily tor advertising purposes, or for 
free circulation, or forcirculation at nominal rates. 
The enforcement of that law will enable legitimate 
publications (favered by statute as an instru- 
ment of popular education) to sustain them- 
selves by securing such local advertising 
support as would naturally come to them. 
The duties of the Salary and Allowance Division 
has been largely increased in consequence of the 
change of the rate of postage and by the act of 
Congress requiring an adjustment of the salaries 
of Presideutial Postmasters, to take effect Oct. 1, 
1883, simultaneously with the reduction of postage. 
This adjustment is not far enough «advanced to 
warrant the statement that the result will be sat- 
istactory. For the first time in the history of the 
department the salaries of Presidential Postmas- 
ters will be equalized and placed upon_ the 
basis of the gross receipts of their offices, 
‘Lhe aggregate sum of the annual salaries of the 
2,195 Presidential Postmasters amounts to $8,750,- 
000, 44 new offices having been added to the list 
during the last quarter. It is thought that 90 ad- 
ditional offices will be assigned to this grade dur- 
ing the present fiscal year. With favorable sur- 
roundings, suchas may be ex: ected, the adjust- 
ment of salaries of Presidential Postmasters for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1885, will involve in 
round numbers not less than $4,000,000. 

In view of the large excess of postage on local 
matter over the cost of the free delivery service, 
and taking into consideration the fact that local 
pasenngentence increases in proportion to the faeil- 
ities offered, it should be extended, and liberal ap- 
propriation made to bring it up to the highest 
practicable standard in cities where it is now in 
eperation. This service meets the genera! de- 
mands of business and socia! life, but fails to meet 
the dispatch required in the delivery of letters of 
exceptional importance. Under the present sys- 
tem letters received after the carriers go out 
upon their trips, whatever their impor- 
tance, must lie in the office till the next 
trip, at 6 o’clock P. M. When the delivery 
closes for the day, they must lie over till the next 
morning, and this delay frequently fails to meet 
the object of the communication. Out of this 
want of a more speedy delivery have grown up 
in several of the large cities private e:.terprises 
which ate now conducted in competition with this 
service, and are diverting from the legitimate 
revenues of the department thousands of dollars 
vearly. The patronage bestowed upon them 
evinees a public demand for a more speedy de- 
livery of a certain class of correspondence. To 
meet this want it is suggested that a special stamp 
be provided whieh, when ap;lied to a letter, 
whether mail or lecal, in addition to the ordinary 
pastage stamp, shall be regarded by the office ad- 
dressed as entitling the letter to immediate delivery 
up to 10 o'vleck P.M. To provide forthe delivery 
it is suggested that boys be employed and required 
to procure re eipts from the person addressed or 
some authorized person. In view of the excess of 
receipts of postage on local matter alone over the 
cost of its delivery, ($1,021,894,) it seems that the 
time bas arrived when the postage on local letters 
at offices where the carrier system is in operation 
ean be reduced from 2centstolcent. Such are- 
duction will surely resultin a very large increase 
of local business. The reports of the Inspectors 
who investigated the unlawful dispatch companies 
show that the department is losing thousands of 
dollars annually by their competition. They offer 
no better facilities than the department, and the 
only thing gained by their patrons is the saving of 
lcent onaletter. A reduction of local postage 
would result ina very great increase in business, 
as well as meet the demands of the cities now 
served by carriers.

THE SOUTH AND SOUTH- WEST. 


GREAT THINGS PROMISED OF THEIR 8PEEDY 


DEVELOPMENT. 
From the Galveston (Texas) News, Oct. 10. 

A comparison between the North and East 
and the South and South-west, in some very impor- 
tant particulars, will not be against the two latter 
sections. Whether from the distinctly material 
stand-point, or the purely intellizent position, the 
South and South-west have nothing to lose whatever 
bya comparison with the North and East. This 
assertion may be disputed in quarters dominated 
by the idea that the younger sections of the coun- 


try are still in leading-strings to the older and more 
highly developed. The greatness of the North and 
East in commercial and munufacturing enter- 
rise will not for a moment be disputed. The 
arger cities in those sections show a wonderful 
growth. ‘Trade end speculation have grown to 
Vast proportions there. and the busy hum of active, 
energetic life at the great centres goes on in inees- 
sant dailyround. They are equipped apparently 
with every essential appliance to aid the machinery 
of money-getting and mouey-making. Finely pro- 
vided railroads run through the country in every 
direction, and the magnificent industrial estab- 
jigshments of the North and East are prominent 
features of their material civilization. With all 
ot this, however, defects are observable there. 
The agricultural districts are comparatively 
barren and profitless. Fine and thrifty as 
the landscape appears, dotted by small farms with 
apple orchards and wilk-cow attachments, there 
are evidences everywhere apparent that the soil 
scarcely maintains the life now upon it and that 
there is little room for sustenance of more. The 
growth of the North and East must henveforth be 
toward the great cities mostly. These, in turn, 
must maintain their ascendency in commeree and 
mauutactures, or lose rank and ability to maintain 
a vigorous and healthy life for their thickly 
concentrated populations. A transfer in any 
marked degree of industrial and com- 
mercial enterprise would seriously interfere with 
the continuous prosperity of the North and East 
At the South and South-west the conditions of life 
are different. The great agricuitural resources of 
the sectione just named are capable of such de- 
velopment that the life-sustaining capacity is not 
@ matter of computation, Production here is of 
such variety and scope that the beginning of possi- 
bilities has scarcely been reachea. The world 
at large stands in need of the products indigenous 
to the soil, and a ready market for all that 
can be raised is everywhere open. The infant 
manufacturing life now present in the South 
and South-west, and the vigorous influx 
toward the growing trade centres, give aseu- 
ranee of what is almost in immediate store for 
them. The North and East have apparently 
reached the acme of their greatness; the 
South and South-west have little more than en- 
tered upon their eventual career. ‘hese condl- 
tions are perhaps known to the comparatively few 
who have watched the changing currents in our 
national life; but one thing may be here observed, 
the great masses at the North and East are appar- 
ently in unrestrained darkness as regards the ex- 
istence of that progressive and vigereus liie which 
is developing among them. There is a new worid 
in the South and South-west that the North and 
East have yet scareely recognized. The metro- 
politan cities of the two latter sections display a 
provincialism on this subject that 1s net creditable 
to an ordinary intelligence. There will be an 
awakening in the transfer of material and political 
power within the next two decades.

BURIED TWENTY-7WO HOURS IN A W&HLL, 
From the Dayton (Ohio) Democrat, Oct. 19. 

Charlies Heironymus, the unfortunate well- 
digger who was buried alive on Wednesday after- 
noon in the well in progress of construction at the 
residence of Mr. H. H. Laubach, oa South Wayne- 
street, was rescued yesterday at about noon, after 
being entombed in the earth for22 hours. The 


rescuing party continued their work all night on 
Wednesday, and at 10 0’clock yesterday they had 
succeeded in clearing the man up to his partaloon 
pockets, when by tying the rope of the windlass 
around bis waist they attempted to pull bim out of 
his uncomfortable position, but were unable to ac- 
complish it. The planks of the curbing which, prior 
to this, had served for his protection, but which 
had prevented him from using his hands freely, 
were then cutaway, and Heironymus commenced 
to assist the men in removing the sand and gravel 
about him. When this bad been removed down to 
about his knees after several inefectua! attempts 
to pull him out with a windlass, unexpectedly 
another cave occurred and surrounded him with 
about another foot of sand. Notwithstanding 
this the workmen continued their labors, and at 
11:30 o’clock they succeeded in freeing him en- 
tirely from the gravel ani sand, whic& for 22 hours 
firmly held him pinioned in the earth. Heirony- 
mus was then drawn out of the well by means of 
the windlass, and when he arrived at the 
top, accompanied by the man who had 
been assisting in rescuing him, a loud 
shout went forth from those standing sround 
Heironymus was carried into the house and laid 
upon a lounge, and medical assistanee was ren- 
dered.

REPUBLICAN REORGANIZATION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The plan of reorganization of the Republi- 
eau Party in the City of New-York proposed by 
the Committee of Eighteen is, if any respect is to 
be paid to the Republican State Convention, to be 
amended by the Central Committee of the City of 
New-York. The resolution of the State Conven- 


op, Sept. 19, 1683, was as follows: 

Resolved, That the Central Committee of the City 
of New-York be directea to carry out the plan of re- 
organization in that County proposed by the Com- 
mittee of vighteen, with auch amendments as may be 
deemed advisable by said committee. 


It is the committee which is “directed to carry 
out the plan” ** with such amendments as may be 
deemed advisable by said commiitee.” Col. Bliss, 
it would seem from your item of this morning, 
supposes that the Committee of Eighteen may 


“take action to render effectual the plan of reor- 
ganization oi the Republican Party in this City." 
The state Convention approved of the plan of the 
Committee of Kighteen “ with amendments."’ The 
State Convention did not approve of the plan un- 
less the vlan should be amended, and the eonven- 
tion intrusted the making of these amendments 
to the city Central Committee. The Committee 
of Eighteen has pot the power to carry out the 
plan with amendments. Until amendments have 
been made to the plan and these amendments 
made by the Centr.] Committe, the whole plan, 
supposing the resolution of the State Con- 
vention to have any effect, is inoperative. 
I have called attention in former papers to the ab- 
surdity of the clau-es of subdivisions 2 and 3 of 
section 1 of the plan, which prescribe an enroll- 
ment “on the three Tuesdays in November, 1883, 
succeeding the election,” and then provide as fol- 
lows: ** (8) Every Republican voter or person enti- 
tied to vote at the Fall election of 1883 may offer 
his name fur registration and shall be entitled to 
be registered on the fo lowing conditions: (a) If 
he voted at the last election for Electors of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the Unitea States, he 
must, if then profes-ing to be a Kepublican, bave 
acted with the Kepublic n Party. (6) lf then out 
of the country, or not of age, or not attached to 
the Republican Party, it wil be sufficient that his 
present general intention is to act with the Kepub- 
licun Party at the election of 1888 He must state 
that be wiillnot during this ye.r attend or take 
part in the primuries or caucuses of any other 
political organization. He must ag J the state- 
ments required in this subdivision by oath or 
afirmation. These a tegrey are absurd as regu- 
lations of an enrollment to be u.ade after the 
election in November. The enrollment taking 
place in November, all the provisions of the plan 
relative to the County Committee also become 
absurd. Neither the Centra! Committee nor the Com- 
mitcee of Eighteen, nor any other committee, can 
frame a pian, nor can such a vian be framed at all, 
fora fair enrollment in November. November is 
about the very worst time for the making of an 
enrollment. ith reference to what condition of 
the party, or with reference to what public ques- 
tions will the Republicans proceed to a reorgani- 
zation of the party in this City inthe coming Ne- 
vember after the election, I almost shudder when 
in imagina ion [ jook forward to the condition 
which the party will be in after the election. The 
true ovurse {is to leave things as they are until the 
middie orend of the Winter, and then, when Re- 
publicans will be aiive to its importanee, to compel 
the reorganization of the party in this City. A re- 
organizationin November will be ridiculous, 
Satrurpay, Oct. 20, 1883.

CABLE ROUTES, OLD AND NEW. 
To the Editor of the \ew- York Times: 

The Herald, commenting on a published re- 
port that the cables of the new company of which 
Gen. James is President are to be landed on Long 
Island, thinks such a course would be unwise be- 
cause of the greater length and of increased risk 
of interference by fisiing vessels. The company

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A VOYAGE AROUND THE WORLD. 


THE VOYAGE OF THE WANDERER: FROM THE 
JOURNALS AND LETTERS OF C. & 8S. LAMBERT. 
Edited by Grratp Youse. Llustrated. London: 
MACMILLAN & Co. 


The Wanderer, a private steamer owned 
by Mr. Lambert, traversed a distance of 
44,890 geographical miles, having been ab- 
sent from Cowes for not quite two years. 
The handsome volume under review is a faith- 
ful record of this voyage around the world. 
lt might have added to the interest if the ex- 
act size and tonnage of the Wanderer had 
been given, but from the fact that with 
passengers, officers, crew, and ser- 
‘vants the total of souls on _ board 
was 63, we are to suppose that the vessel must 
have been somewhat larger than the Sunbeam. 
The route taken was from England to Spain, 
thence to the Gulf of Guinea and Gaboon, 
then across the Southern Atlantic, stopping at 
St. Helena; thence to Bahia, in the Brazils; 
then south again to Rio Janeiro, Montevideo, 
Cupat, through the Magellan Straits, to Val- 
paraiso. Here the ship was refitted, and after 
a cruise to Juan Fernandez and a return to 
port she steamed out again to traverse the 
10,000 miles of the great Pacific, halting at 
Marquesas, Society, Fiji, and Sandwich Islands. 


Tracking northerly now, Japan was reached, 
then southerly, Canton, Singapore. From 
bere, going westerly, the next station was 
Ceylon, then Perim, at the entrance of the 
Red Sea; then Constantinople, Malta, and the 
usual Mediteranean ports were visted; then 
Algiers and, tracking through Gibralter, Lis- 
bon was visited, thence a clear northing was 
made for home and Cowes. It may be seen 
from this how extended was the voyage. 

There is notthat per-onality about this cruise 
which made Mrs. Brassey’s book of a similar 
experience on the Sunbeam so interesting, be- 
cause Mr. Lambert is not a man of the sea, 
like Sir Thomas; still the recital of a voyage 
in strange lands has always its amusing side. 
Mr. Lambert’s visit to the Welsh settlement 
at Chaput, on the South American coast, tells 
of a settlement made there by these North 
a people. This colony is 18 years old, 
and the original idea was that here there 
should be retained the religious beliefs and the 
native language; that a simple, primitive life 
should be led, “free from contact with 
strangers and foreigners.” in 1865 some 150 
Welsh went to Chaput and had e very 
bard time of it. In 1866 an English 
man-of-war, visiting them, found them to be 
quite destitute. ‘It was only in 1874 that the 
colomsts began to avail themselves of the 
power of irrigating their [lands and raising 
cropsand pasturing animals. It cannot be said 
that -Chaput is prospering. 1t is in avery out 
of-the-way place, and the port is visited by 
heavy storms, rendering landing at times im- 
possible. They make butter and cheese, There 
are six chapels of different denominations, but 
as to intercourse with the natives, the 
resolution that they were to keep 
themselves free from contact with strang- 
ers and foreigners, fortunately forthe colo- 
nists, has en broken, pecause Span- 
ish must be spoken to the Guachos, and in 
communicating: with such authorities as the 
Captain of the Port and of the Custom-house, 
There is no possible doubt that, had these hon- 
est people gone to Iowa, Wisconsin, or tu Ne- 
vada, by this time they would have been cer- 
tainly prosperous and would have become 
good Americans. Mr. Lambert gives some in- 
teresting accounts of agriculture in Chili, and 
he believed sufficiently in the country to have 
become the purchaser of a large property 
there: 

“Friends in England would, no doubt, have sald 
to me: If you want to buy an estate, why not buy 
one in England? To which 1 would answer that in 
my eyes estates in England are not 20 attractive; 
they are decidedly not so remunerative, neither is 
their tenure more secure, particularly after the ex- 
periences we have undergone regarding the respect 
shown torights of property in Ireland. The beauties 
of English scenery are great, but there is an air of 
artificiality about it; trees bave been planted 
here, cut down there, a stream dammed up, a river 
turned, cuttings made—what is beautiful brought 
into prominencé, what is ugly hidden from sight. 
Town life and English society show much of the 
same features; large houses, fine stieets, and the 
display of wealth hide from view the work-house, 
prison, mad-bouse, and squalid poverty of thou- 
sands. Last, but not least, the climate is best de- 
scribed by quoting the Yankee who said: ‘ England 
a’n't got noclimate, but she's got samples of pretty 
near all sorts.’”’ 

Of course, it is not often that people find 

fault with the beauties of English landseape, 
nor are fastidious as to pleasures to be derived 
from nature adorned, but there may be some 
ideas of investment which in a plantation in 
Chili add to the beauties of tropical scenery. 
While in England 3 per cent. is a fair return 
on land, in Chili the same amount of money 
put into intelligent agriculture produces from 
10 to 15 per cent. 
+ In the Pacific islands, landing at Utuma, 
they meet the ex-King. He was ‘‘a verv tall 
man, at least 6 feet 6 inches, and not unlike 
Abraham Lincoln. He spoke a little English, 
We invited him and the Queen to come and 
see us on board, which they consented to do, 
so we went off to send the galley for them. 
They staid with us for uearly_ two hours, 
during which time the old King drank 
about two-thirds of a bottle of brandy 
and when he was going away asked 
for a bottle in paper, having got which, 
his Royal Highness went off happy and 
rejoicing.” At Boraboa, being always thrown 
in with the aristocracy of these islanas, they 
pay a visit to another Queen. Her Majesty 
*‘was dressed in vellow silk, gold necklace, a 
hat with a pink ribbon, and wore high-heeled 
French shoes, which evidently inconvenienced 
her very much—not to mention her garters, 
which were an evident source’of worry.” But 
then, they see this sovereign lady much more 
at her ease. Sbe has pitched off her 
European finery, garters and all, and dis- 
ports herself in a native nightgown, and 
dances around on her bare toes. At Moa 
the travelers hear for the first time the plain- 
tive music of the nose-fiute. ‘To periorm on 
these you block up one of your nostrils with 
your thumb, while the fingers belonging to the 
same hand extend along the instrument, and 
with the other nostril you can play your tune 
—if you know how.’”’ The Moa caverns of 
Tonga ‘'abu are well described. In the still 
waters which are found in these caverns the 
natives were bathing. The little English girls 
in the Wanderer party had muddiel them- 
selves in their scrambles through the cave, and 
so ‘‘the dripping divers stripped off their scanty 
garments that remained to use as wet towels, 
and, as they were unable from want of Ton- 
guan tongue to nip this kindness ia the bud, 
they bad to make the best of the civility.” 

Here is a description of a Fijian dance: 
“The natives bent their bodies backward and 
forward until their heads almost touched the 
ground; sometimes they lay flat on the 
ground, and yelled and shrieked in a manner 
tbat must have been anything but comforting 
to the unfortunate larder in the old days.” 
It is pleasant to know that they were strict 
Methodists. Mrs. Lambert meets a native, 
Ambarosa, and questions him as to bis former 
diet. Of course, Ambarosa had never eaten 
anything out of the way, but his mouth 
watered when he said ‘“‘that the fat was yel- 
low and smelled like roast duck, and that the 
prime parts were the arms and thighs,” So 
many excellent descriptions have been given 
of Kilava that we need not follow the Lambert 
recital. 

In Japan the theatre at Tokio is visited, and 
what may be called a ballet amuses the 
party. It is the story of a sea queen 
andadiver, which bad many quaint situa- 
tions. ‘*The goddess came to the front 
and performed a sort of amatory minuet 
with the diver, until the reappearance of the 
husband through the waves caused a break in 
the dance. Appearances were, however, saved 
by the adroitness of one of the female attend- 
ants, who substituted herself for the mistress, 
and received the diver’s attention.’”’ At an- 
other theatre the visitors were told that they 
were just in time for the twenty-fifth act. 

Travelers always feel a disappointment after 
leaving Japan and reaching China, for the 
differences are marked and everything favors 
the Japanese. There used to be a picture in 
the old geography-books of China representing 
the people playing shuttlecock with the soles 
of their,shoes, and we are pleased to learn that 
this is no fiction. ‘The games at shuttlecock 
in the streets [Hong Kong] are very amusing 
to watch, for any one who Is passing by seems 


shuttlecock is thrown up into the air it is kept 
up with the feet of the players—not with the 
battledore—and they strike it with the broad 
sole, sometimes like ‘Old Joe,’ kicking up 
before and sometimes kicking up behind.

The book is an exceedingly handsome one, 
with its colored illustrations, which pictures 
are somewhat novel of their kind. Without 
attempting anything like fine writing, *‘ The 
Voyage of the Wanderer” is a straightforward 
account of the various countries visited, and 
loses nothing because it is written in the plain- 
est English.

Charles Scribner’s Sons. 1883.—The sterling 
work of Prof. Baird appeared in 1879 and was 
deservedly a success.

The prom- 
ise made by Prof. Baird that his brother, the

— The Cruise of the Alert; Four Years 
in Patagonian, Polynesian, and Mascarene 
Waters,” is the title of a notable book of ad- 
venture and discovery which has just been 
written by Dr. R. W. Coppinger, a staff Sur- 
cote of the Royal Navy, and published by 

essrs. Swan, Sonnerschein & Co., London. 
In ome out the Alert for this long cruise the 
three-fold purpose in view was to continue the 
survey of the Straits of Magellan, to investi- 
gate the nature and exact position of cer- 
tain doubtful resets and islands in the 
South Pacific Ocean, and to survey the north- 
ern and western cuasts of Australia. How 
these purposes were accomiplisbed Dr. Cop- 
pinger, the author, tells us, but for the most 
part his pages are devoted to an unprofes- 
sional and rambling narrative of his ad 
ventures in South American countries and in 
Australia. In the record of his geological and 
zoological studies and his elalLorate descrip- 
tions of the flora and fauna of the various 
countries visited, the author provides much to 
interest the scientific as well as the general 
reader. The Alert, a man-vf-war sioop of 750 
tons, distinguished herself. it will be remem- 
bered, in the arctic expedition of 1876, and 
when dispatched for southern latitudes she 
carried apparatus for deep-sea soundings and 
dredgings, which were used to such advantage 
that Dr. Coppinger’s account of his curious 
deep-sea discoveries adds much new and valu- 
able material to the literature of this subject. 


—A new edition of the valuable historical 
and posthumous ‘“‘ Memoirs of My Own Time,” 
by Sir N. W. Maxall, in five octavo volumes, 
will be published in this country by Messrs. 
Scribner & Welford. Besides the information 
furnished by Horace Walpole concerning the 
social and political history of England in the 
eighteenth century no writer has contributed 
so much of value as Sir N.W. Maxall. He told 
the truth so impartially that Whigs and Tories 
united in disparaging : Frevelations, of which 
time ,bas. authenticity. « Among 
other”. ‘to be issied by the firm are: 
‘* Among’the Shaws,’ a new Volume of travel 
by M. Colquhoun, author of “ Across 
Chrysé.” It recounts his adventures in 
the untraveled country between China 
and Burmah, and a new edition of 
Mme, Campan’s **Memoirs of Marie An- 
toinette,” in which some new and interesting 
matter is given never before printed in Eng- 
lish. The house have just put forth “‘ Sintram 
and His Companions,” a translation from the 
German of Fouqué. It is believed that the 
first edition of this remarkabie work issued in 
England was translated by Archbishop Hare. 
Though his name never appeared on the title- 
page, the present edition is founded on this 
same translation. The particular interest of 
the volume, however, is to be foundin the 
{llustrations by Mr. Heywood Sumner. Tak- 
ing them altogether they form a very re- 
markable series of pictures. The ornaments, 
head-pieces, and vignettes which are strewn 
profusely through the pages are invariably 
good, and the accurate drawing and fine deco- 
rative qualities of the larger blocks are ad- 
mirable. The conspicuous fault to be urged 
against some of the cuts is the inartistic use 
of hard and wiry lines. They detract much 
from the quaintness and beauty of the draw- 
inn. Happily, this fault is to be found in but 
a few of the designs. For the most part they 
are worthy of unstinted commendation. 


—Some months ago a translation of a 
new book on ‘“ Friendship,” by Edmondo de 
Amicis, was announced by Messrs. Putnam’s 
Sons. Signor de Amicis has become almost 
as pupular as an author in England and Amer- 
ica by his picturesque narrative of travels and 
sketches of military life asin Italy. His last 
book, which appeared a few months ago 
in Milan and a few weeks ago in Lon- 
don, in an English translation, will doubt- 
less be published very soon in New-York. 
The work is in two large volumes, and six edi- 
tions were immediately por be in Italy, 
where its publication was looked upon asa 
notable literary event, The London Spectator 
reviews the book at Jength in a recent number 
end with some care. ‘* De Amicis’s purpose 
in this work,’ says the reviewer, ‘*‘ was to 
make a physiological and pscychological study 
on Friendship. A cynie might define it asa 
book on Friendship, written by one who does 
not believein it, for de Amicis takes care to in- 
form us at the outset that he regards the Orestes 
and Pleiades as so rare that they need 
not even be treated of, relegating them 
to the domain of poetry, which is equiva- 
lent to banishing them to the realm of 
fable.”? A 1ong chapter is devoted to “ Pride,” 
which the author regards as the most deadly 
rock upon which ali friendships are most lia- 
ble to shipwreck; another is called ‘* Alti e 
Bassi,” written in the form of a diary and de- 
picting the vacillations of our opinions of our 
friends. Others are ‘‘Giovanie Vecci,” the 
‘*Pleasures of Friendship,” the ‘* Reverse of 
the Medal,” and one on ‘‘ Scandal,” which the 
spectator regards as ‘‘a masterpiece of re- 
morseless analysis.” The author’s style is of 
the most limpid and pure Italian, and even in 
the Enghsh rendering of the work the charm 
of his manner is perhaps the most marked fea- 
ture of his work. There can be little doubt 
that Signor de Amicis has written a very not- 
able book on an interesting and, from his point 
of view, unhackneyed subject. 

—A new letter in the second series of Mr. 
John Ruskin’s ‘* Fors Clavigera,” addressed to 
the working men and laborers of Great Brit- 
ain, has been published by Messrs. John Wiley 
é& Sons. Mr. Ruskin, in the few pages which 
comprise the pamphlet, writes of many things 
—of political and of domestic ecgnemy, of 
morals, love, and courtship. The present let- 
ter he entittles ‘‘ Lost Jewels,” and says: ‘‘I 
am putting my house in order and would fain 
put my past work in order. too, if I could. 
Some guidance at least may be given to the 
readers of ‘ Fors’—or to its partial readers— 
in their choice of this or that number; to this 
end I bave now given each monthly part its 
own name, indicative of its special subject.” 
Mr. Ruskin concerns himself very much with 
**the merely calculable phenomena of econ- 
omy, which at present is supposed to indi- 
cate a glut of good girls.” ‘*1 think,” 
he continues, ‘‘the experience of most 
thoughtful persons will confirm me 
in saying that extremely good girls (good 
children, broadly, but especially good girls) 
usually die young. It seems, therefore, that 
God cakes care, under present circumstances, 
to prevent, or at least to check, the glut of 
that kind of girls. Seems, I say, and say with 
caution, for perhaps it is not entirely in His 
good pleasure that these things areso. But, 
they being so, the question becomes yet more 
imperative how faracountry paying an en- 


| forced tax of its good girls annually to heaven 


1s wise in taking little account of the number 
it has left?’ Although there is much of this 
sort of extravagant discussion in the pamphlet, 
there is also much of sound reasoning and sug- 
gestiveness, His observations on modern 
courtship are as entertaining as they are perti- 
nent, At the end of the letter are given com- 
munications called forth by “Fors,” one or 
two of which are particularly readable.

SAN FRANCISCO'S SEVERE SHARE. 
From the San Francisco Call, Oct. 10. 

At 11:03 o’clock last night two sharp shoeks 
of earthquake were felt in this city. The vibra- 
tion was from north to south. Just two hours 
later a very severe shock was felt, the ground vi- 
brating extensively, causing brick edifices to groan 
uneasily and manifest signs of disintegration. In- 
deed, in a number of instances, the occupants 
fortunate enough to be in suitable attire made a 
bee line for the street, taking care to get as far as 
possible from brick walls or heavy awnings. The 
shock was accompanied by eonsiderable noise, 
windows shaking as though jostied by a severe 
powder explosion, and metallic roofs vibrating 
audibly with a rumble like *nunder. In fact, some 


not acquainted with the cause attributed the dis- 
turbance to a powder explosion. The guests of the 
leading hotels were greatly alarmed, some deciar- 
ing that they were almost shaken ont of bed. Con- 
siderable uneasiness was manifested at the Palace 
Hotel, the shock having a sort of arotary movement 
that was the most severely feit on the first and 
secon4 stories. A considerable number of the 
guests donned their attire and repaired to the 
ground floor, where they discussed the situation. 
At the Grand considerable disturbance was mani- 
feasted, and the large plate-glass windows on New 
Montgomery-street heaved and creaked so that it 
was expected they would be rattled to pieces. At 
the Occidental some of the guests made a hurried 
retreat, and several gentlemen repaired to the 
centre of Montgomery-street, declaring their inten- 
tion to remain out ail night. The shoek being so 
severe, an old gent eman expressed the belief that 
some of the walls of the down-town brick edifices 
had been shaken and cracked, and as athird and 
more severe shock was expected, he believed 
something was going to fall. He intended 
to be on the safe side, and “ was not going to be 
caught mapping within or about 3s likely to 
tumble.” Atthe What Cheer-House the lodgers 
were much disturbed, nearly everybody in the 
house getting up and going below, where the sit- 
uation of affairs was discussed. The number of 
pedestrians upon the streets by 2 o’clock was re 
markabie, and many were determined not to re 
tire again during the night. 


SHERMAN ON THE MARCH 70 THE SHA

My Dear St: I am just back from my long tour,

Sept. 20 asking a hard question. surely have no 
knowledge of the fact alluded to by you that Gen. 
Hector Tyndall had proposed to march an army, 
lightly equipped, from the Mississippi River to 
some point on the South-eastern coast, and would 
answer simply, Why did he not doit? I don't re- 
member such a General at ali, and I am ignorant 
of the fact that he had such an army to march 
any time between i862 and 1865. I have no 
doubt that hundreds and thonsands of men 
thought of such a scheme, but the truth 
is nobody did it till we did in 1864 and 1865. A 
march to the sea was a favorite thought im 1861-2, 
but nobedy successfully accomplished it till the 
time was ripe, till the Southern aries bad been 
shattered by the constant hammering we cave 
them during 1863 and 1864, and until we hed an 
army fit to do the work and in the right place to 
start from. Al! the armies whieh started from the 
Ohio River and went South, and all that started 
coastwise from the Mississiippi. were marching 
“toward the sea,” and doubtiess their Generals, 
Colonels, and even privates thought they would 
reach the sea, butnone of them did tili we got te 
Savannah in December, 1864. lam glad the old 
soldiers feel an interest in these questions of the 
war, and any time you want my opinion [ will pé¢ 
glad to give it.

The First Assistant Postmaster-General in 
fis annual report suggests that fhe time has 
come when postage on local letters in cities 
where the carrier system is in use can be re- 
duced from 2 cents tolcent. The postage 
receipts on local matter greatly exceed the 
cost of delivery, and the excess is used, of 
course, to meet the cost of other branches of 
the service that are not self-supporting. He 
has also been led by the work of the pri- 
vate dispatch companies to suggest that let- 
ters bearing, in addition to the ordinary 
stamp, a special stamp—which must be paid 
for, of course—shal]l be entitled to imme- 
diate delivery by carrier up to 10 P. M. 
While the requirements of business in our 
great cities, where the postal service is very 
profitable, demand that the department shall 
spare no effort to make the service satisfac- 
tory, we are inclined to think that an at- 

tempt to raise the price of city postage for 
) ompt delivery would not meet gencral ap- 
proval.

The Director of the Mint has issued an in- 
teresting statement of the amount of coin, 
bullion, and currency in the country on the 
1st of October. The total is $1,730,597,823, 
or, in round numbers, a billion and three- 
quarters, which would seem to be adequate 
to ‘‘the requirements of trade’’ as interpret- 
ed by the most impecunious of financial 
statesmen or the most imaginative of dema- 
gogues hunting the Greenback vote. Of this 
amount about one-fourth, or $489,000,000, 
is in the Treasury of the United States, 
uncovered by certificates. The silver do!- 
lars and bullion amount to $120,000,000, and 
the silver dollars in actual circulation are a 
little less than $40,000,000, or about 20 per 
cent. of the amountcoined. Of the $1,300,- 
000,000 in the banks and estimated to be in 
circulation, $400,000,000 is in gold coin, 
$55,000,000 in gold certificates, $309,000, - 
000 in legal-tender notes, and $347,- 
000,000 in national bank notes, or 
a little over $1,100,000,000 in ali. 
There has been, outside the Treasury and 
the national banks, an increase of $7,000,000 
in gold coin, $5,000,000 in silver dollars, 
$22,000,000 in gold certificates, and $14,000, - 
000 in silver certificates, and a decrease in 
United States notes of $16,000,000 and in 
bank-notes of $15,000,000, making, with an 
increase of silver fractional coin, a net in- 
crease of $19,000,000 for the year. 


If any New-York merchant disposing of 
goods by auction should discover that the 
purchasers had bid double the market value 
of the lots in the evident expectation of 
carryiig away three or four times the 
quantity of goods they paid for, he would 
undoubtedly suspect that some of his em- 
ployes were in collusion with the swindlers, 
and his first work would be to ferret them 
out. It wassuch aswindle as this which 
was attempted by some of the bidders at the 
recent auction sale of old stores, sup- 
plies, and machinery at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, as described in yesterday’s 
Times. The timely exposure of the 
scheme by the auctioncer has enabled 
Commandant UprsHur to protect the Gov- 
ernment from loss, but as it seems clear that 
this gang of lively bidders for naval junk 
must have had accomplices inside the yard 
a searching investigation is plainly called 
for. The corruption that fastened upon the 
Navy Department during the Robeson 
period seems to be very hard to eradicate. 


That ‘‘ quick intelligence,’’ that ‘‘extraor- 
dinary ability to comprehend and de- 
cide questions almost on the instant,” 
Cape. perceives to be one 
of the most strongly marked character- 
istics of the American people, is not 
without its manifest disadvantages. 
A more detailed observation of our habits, 
particularly of our political) habits, would 
perhaps convince the distinguished English 
churchman that this facility of instantaneous 
decision carries with it not only a marvelous 
aptitude for deciding amiss, but a marked 
disinclination to thoroughly think out the 
thing in mind. A habit of jumping at con- 
clusions naturally creates a dislike for a 
slower, though surer, way of reaching them. 
Mental alertness thus becomes really mental 
laziness, a most undesirable habit of mind 
for a people saddled with the task of gov- 
erning themselves. 


The opening of the opera season to-night 
will be marked by a rivalry heretofore un- 
known in this country. Two great compa- 
nies, each led by eminent artists and starred 
with famous names, will contend for the ap- 
plause of a rich and pleasure-loving public. 
No noveltyin lyric art is offered by cither

the Academy, relying on its ancient pres- 
tige and its fresh reinforcements, makes a 
fair bid for the suffrages of the world 
of art; and the new establishment, 
rich in the charms of novelty, and 
piquing the curiosity of the town 
with its yet-to-be-revealed attractions, is 
equally confident of carrying off the palm 
of victory. It remains to be seen how the 
great public will divide itself between the 
down-town Academy and the west side 
opera-house. There must be heartburnings 
and jealousies engendered in this keen com- 
petition, but an impartial people will regard 
the struggle with that ealm curiosity which 
can characterize only those who are left free 
to cast in their lot with either house, reserv- 
ing their commiseration for that which fails.

THE CONVICT LABOR QUESTION. 


The Legislature last Winter, after a pro- 
longed investigation of the subject and a 
good deal of talk, avoided dealing directly 
with the question of prison labor by con- 
cluding to submit to a vote of the people at 
the coming election the proposition to 
abolish the practice of letting the labor 
of convicts by contract. The vote 
will have no direct practical effect, 
It will be merely an expression of popular 
opinion which may or may not hereafter be 
acted upon by the Legislature. But as an 
affirmative vote is very likely to be used as 
a justification for the abolition of contract 
labor in the prisons, especially if the Legis- 
lature should be controlled next Winter by 
the Democrats, it is desirable that there 
should be a real expression of opinion on 
the subject. 

The cost of maintaining the prisons of 
this State is something over $400,000 a year, 
and it is a question whether they are to be 
maintained at the expense of the tax-payers 
or whether the able-bodied prisoners shall 
pay the cost of their care and keeping by 
their own Jabor. Under the old system of 
labor on public account in the prisons they 
were not only a burden on the State but the 
source of many abuses and much corrup- 
tion. Under the contract system they have 
paid their own expenses. It has been the 
almost uniform testimony of the State Com- 
missions which have investigated the sub- 
ject that the contract system, when properly 


regulated, is more economical for the State | been watched

work from which neither they nor the State 
can derive any substantial benefit. There 
can be no advantage to the community 
at large in maintaining any class in 
idleness or in an employment which is not 
productive. If what is now the criminal 
class were engaged in productive industry 
instead of preying upon the community, it 
would undoubtedly be better for them and 
for society, and yet their labor would be 
added to the competition which now pre- 
vails. If they can be put at productive in- 
dustry while undergving the penalty of the 
law the addition to the competing labor 
forces can be no greater than if they were 
industrially employed outside of the prisons. 
But there is the substantial advantage that 
they will be acquiring habits of industry 
and producing enough to pay for their own 
subsistence. Economically considered, there 
can be no doubt that their profitable employ- 
ment is for their own advantage and that of 
the State. 

There can be no injurious competition 
with free Jabor unless the products of con- 
vict labor in a prison are sold below market 
prices. If the labor is let by contract there 
can be no injurious competition if the State 
receive for it all that it is worth measured 
by the ordinary standard of compensation 
for labor, taking into consideration all the 
conditions under which it is employed. In 
either case there is merely so much addition 
to the productive labor force of the State, 
assuming that the convicts would be 
idle if out of prison. As the contract 
system has been proved to be more 
effective for the State than the public 
account system, it only remains to ascer- 
tain whether it is properly regulated so that 
the contractor pays to the State all that the 
labor is worth and derives no advantage 
from it in competition with those employing 
free labor, so that the effect bears unduly on 
the current rate of wages in any employ- 
ment. It is to this question of regulation 
that legislative attention should be directed. 

As the question is to be voted on, it should 
be voted on intelligently. The people are to 
consider whether they shall support from 
the products of their own labor in whole or 
in part the criminals who are confined in the 
public prisons, or whether they shall be 
made while under sentence to learn how to 
work and to support themselves. They are 
further to consider whether it is better to let 
the labor of prisoners to those who bid for 
it as an element in the labor market, and 
whose interests will induce them to use it to 
the best advantage, or to remit it to the con- 
trol of prison ofiicials who have no fitness 
for the management of an industrial estab- 
lishment and no inducement to employ the 
labor so as to get from it the best economi- 
cal results. 


THE FRAOAS IN WALL-STREET. 


The struggle in which the brokers of the 
Stock Exchange are indulging just now is a 
serious matter for some of them, and must 
necessarily affect the general business of the 
country more or less, but by no means to 
such an extent as some of the victims would 
like to make out. Men who have sold or 
loaned what does not belong to them and are 
called upon to supply or replace it at great 
expense to themselves would very naturally 
wish to persuade those who are bringing 
them to book that such summary action is 
contrary to public policy, and that if leniency 
be not shown there will be a crash involving 
all concerned in common ruin. There is 
very little danger that the gentlemen who 
havea ‘‘corner,’’ in the elegant slang of 
Wall-street, on Northern Pacific preferred, 
or on any other stock, will be frightened by 
these predictionsof general disaster. They 
are quite capable of taking care of them- 
selves whether in stormy or sunny weather, 
and just now they are inclined to enforce 
the old maxim that he who takesa ‘ bull’’ 
by the horns should remember that the horns 
belong to the bull. 

The public need not waste much sympa- 
thy or even sympathetic apprehension on 
the brokers who are being compelled to pay 
very high rates to get control of the stock 
which they nced. The brokers’ practice of 
loaning stock belonging to their customers is 
essentially darigerous, if not pernicious, and 
can only be justified where the lenders have 
ample resources from which to meet pre- 
cisely the losses that are now falling upon 
them. So far as the discipline of the Stock 
Exchange is concerned these heavy losses are 
an excellent check upon a mischievous prac- 
tice, and the discipline of the Exchange is 
& very important matter, not only to the 
members, but to the whole business com- 
munity. The brokers are the agents, and 
often the principals, ina class of transac- 
tions of a very ticklish character. The ex- 
citement bred by their risks and their hopes 
is intense, and the strain on their judg- 
ment and their consciences is severe and 
constant. The only restraint upon that 
tendency to recklessness and dishonesty 
which undoubtedly exists is the remorse- 
less and undelayed enforcement of the 
penalties to which their errors expose them, 
and the greater and swifter and more 
striking are these penalties, the safer is the 
whole perilous business. 

It is tothe credit of the Stock Exchange 
as a body that not only is the necessity of 
rigid responsibility in the dealings of its 
members recognized, but the responsibility 
is enforced with a-.certainty, a regularity, a 
promptness, and an impartiality that have 
saved the country from very serious conse- 
quences. The only trouble which is likely 
to directly affect general business in the 
present case would arise if it were found 


that the banks, or any important number of | 


them, were seriously crippled by the losses 


of the brokers; but this 1s so far from being | 


probable that it may be practically disre- 
garded, particularly in view of the fact 
that the associated banks, by an un- 
written law, which is not wholly a good 
one, stand by any of their number that 
may be caught limping. On the whole, 
nothing is more noteworthy in the history 
of Wall-street for some time past than the 
conspicuous absence of the ‘outside pub- 
lic.”” The brokers will themselves ac- 
knowledge this fact, and were conscious of 


it long before they had the courage to | 


acknowledge it. The ups and downs of

produced indifference. The bears have 
locked the bulls in their loving embrace, 
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and the bulls, breaking away, have cor- 
nered the bears, and this alternation has 
gone on for many months with great regu- 
larity, but neither species of the untamed 
beasts have dared to bring things to a crisis, 
because. they have known that the public 
were outside, and that a complete victory 
would only yield them the tough carcases 
of their immediate opponents, And this 
latest tussle will, in all probability, like 
others that have preceded it, be regulated 
by this very weighty consideration.

MR. BEECHER AS A “BOOMER.” 

Mr. Henry Warp Beecuer, returning 
from his trip of 18,550 miles through the 
great Republic, appears before us in the 
character of a boomer—a boomer for the 
New North-west. If he were a young man, 
Mr. BeEcuEeR would go out to Oregon, 
Washington Territory, Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, or, Dakota,‘and begin life for him- 
self. Weinfer that the preferences of the 
eminent Brooklyn preacher arc in favor of 
Puget Sound, Oregon, or Washington Ter- 
ritory. Reviewing his somewhat rapid jour- 
ney through those vast spaces, Mr. Brrcu- 
ER is chiefly impressed by the mag- 
nitude of the empire of the North-west 
and the sparseness of the population. The 
harvest is great; the laborers are few. This 
is precisely what the North-western boomer 
invariably says. He shows you a display of 
phenomenal vegetables. Me points with 
pride to the fact that corner lots in New- 
Tacoma and Seattle are worth five times as 
much to-day as they were one yearago. He 
refers incidentally to the vast stores of lum- 
ber, spars, and fire-wood that may be 
shipped from the forest primeval directly to 
the deep sea. He draws a picture of inex- 
haustible coal mines. This is the business 
of the professional boomer. As an ama- 
teur Mr. Beecuek is doing the same. 


But Mr. Beecuer is entirely right. The 
garden of the American continent is com- 
prised in an area roughly described as 
bounded on the north by the forty-eighth 
parallel of latitude, om the east by the Snake 
and the Columbia, which fiow due south 
from British Columbia; on the south by the 
forty-fourth parallel, and on the west by the 
Pacific Ocean. This includes Puget Sound, 
studded with unnumbered wooded islands, 
sheltered, land-locked, and deep enough to 
float the navies of the world. It embraces 
also the magnificent forests of Washing- 
ton, the wheat-fields of Eastern Oregon, 
the inexhaustible water-power of Central 
Oregon, and the fertile valleys that stretch 
from the Willamette to the northern bound- 
ary of California. The climate of this re- 
gion is as mild asthat of Pennsylvania: In 
the Puget Sound country the warming in- 
fluences of the vast body of salt water are 
felt far inland, and the numerous cities and 
towns springing up along the margin of that 
semi-inland sea are not only backed by a 
wealth of marvelous resources in agricul- 
ture, timber, coal, and fish, but they have be- 
fore them an open gateway to the world’s 
commerce, and around them a mild yet 
bracing atmosphere and a healthful climate. 

Mr. BEEcHER is right when he says that 
the New North-west is richin ‘‘livable’’ 
lands and peor in settlements, There will 
be great cities built on Puget Sound, large 
towns as depots and trade centres in Oregon, 
Washington Territory, Idaho, Montana, and 
Dakota. The inflow of population has hard- 
ly begun. A wide expanse of country, 
rich in agricultural, mineral, and grazing 
resources, scarcely feels the effects of an im- 
migration boom. Territories that are capable 
of supporting millions of people are dotted 
with a few thousands. But it requires no 
very vivid imagination to hear ‘*the tramp 
of millions yet to be’’ resounding through 
the New North-west. Mr. Henry Warp 
BEECHER, in his capacity of boomer and 
prophet, warns young men to go up early 
and possess the land. Mr. BeEcHER’s words 
are weighty. and wise. 





GARLINGTUN’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


Inasmuch as the failure of the Garlington 
relief expedition may have caused the death of 
GREELY and all his companions, any evidence 
that tends to show that this failure was due 
to blunders made in Washington or elsewhere 
should be carefully examined. A full copy 
of that part of GaRLINGToN’s report that re- 
lates to the so-called ‘‘ supplementary in- 
structions’ shows that further explanations 
should be made, not by GARLINGeTON, but 
by the officers of the Signal Service. 

Immediately after it was known that the 
Proteus had been crushed, and that Gar- 
LINGTON had made his way to the Green- 
land settlements, the officers of the Signal 
Service at Washington undertook to show 
that Winter quarters could have been 
established at Life-boat Cove, if GARLING- 
TON had obeyed these ‘‘ supplementary 
instructions.”” The Acting Chief Signal 
Officer declared, on Sept. 14, that the 
original instructions had been revoked by 
the supplemental orders, which had been 
sent to GARLINGTON just before his de- 
parture from &t. John. These orders, he 
said, directed GARLINGTON to land his 
stores before trying to push through to the 
northward. The absent officer was severely 
censured, and the statements positively 
made by the Acting Chief Signal Officer 
and others led the people to believe that 
he had sacrificed GrreLy by his dis- 
obedience. 

FARLINGTON now shows that when he re- 
ceived his original instructions—and not at 
a later day—the envelope containing them 
also contained an unsigned written paper, 
which was an unauthenticated copy ofa 
memorandum prepared in Gen. Hazen’s 
office. He was told that this memorandum 
was to have been given to the Secretary of 
the Navy asa basis for instructions to be 
given to the Commander of the Yantic. 
‘« When I found it,’’ he writes in his report, 
which is addressed to Gen. Hazen, 
“TIT at once carried it to you, and 
called your attention especially to that 
clause relating to landing supplies at 
Littleton Island. You said in substance 
you did not know how that had gotten in 
there, and impressed upon me the necessity

GARLINGTON, so 
far as they refer to the question of disobedi- 
ence, have been unwarranted,’’ but how did 
ithappen that the Acting Chief Signal Officer 
80 positively declared, one month ago, that 
the original orders had been revoked by the

gave to the public for the first time, thereby 
Jeading every one to believe that GARLING- 
TON had been disobedient when the lives of 
the Greely party depended upon his fidelity ? 


VANDERVOORT’S ASSERTIONS. 


In a card addressed to the public and pub- 
lished in the newspaper controlled and edit- 
ed by the First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, PauL VaNDERVOORT, Commander-in- 
Chief of tbe Grand Army of the Republic, 
recently removed from a clerkship in the 
Railway Postal Service, makes some asser- 
tions that deserve examination. VANDER- 
voort paid but little or no attention to the 
work which the Government employed him 
todo. In the last fiscal year he was-absent 
from his post 265 days, as he admits, and on 
those days his ‘‘ personal reports,’’ signed in 
blank by himself, were filled and forwarded 
by another man. For these shortcomings, 
of which he had been guilty in the face of 
admonition and remonstrance from the de- 
partment, he was dismissed. 

VANDERVOORT went to Washington and 
asked that he should be reinstated. Post- 
master-General GresHam refused to grant 
his request. The dismissed clerk now de- 
clares over his signature, in the card of 
which we have spoken, that Judge 
GREsHAM, while declining to give him his 
old position, offered him in succession two 
other Government offices. ‘‘ He informed 
me,’’ writes VANDERVOORT, ‘‘that he was 
satisfied that I was honest and truthful, 
and afterward tendered me the posi- 
tion of Register of a Government Land 
Office in Dakota.”” VANDERVOORT says that 
he declined this office because he desired 
nothing except a vindication of his good 
character, ‘‘On Saturday last, Oct. 18,” 
he continues, ‘‘he notified me that I had 
been appointed Special Customs Agent at 
Port Townsend, Washington Territory, and 
that he would at the same time revoke the 
order removing me from the office of chief 
clerk.”” In reply to this offer VaNDER- 
voort simply renewed, he says, his original 
request for reinstatement, and a final answer 
was given in the negative. 


Mr. VANDERVOORT says that in proof of 
his statements he stands ready to produce the 
‘evidence of witnesses of unquestioned 
credibility and high official standing,’’ and 
we are not inclined to accept them as con- 
clusive until this evidence shall have been 
offered. Registers of Land Offices are not 
subordinates of the Postmaster-General. 
They are employes of the Interior Depart- 
ment and are under the supervision of 
Secretary Te.ter. Customs Agents 
are officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. It is improbable that Judge Gresu- 
AM would offer to Mr. VanDERVOORT 
or any one else an office controlled by Sec- 
retary TELLER or Judge Foicer, with 
which he has no official connection and 
over which he hasno authority. And it is 
stili more improbable that Judge GresHaM, 
whose administration thus far has been de- 
servedly commended, would remove an offi- 
cer for gross neglect of duty and insubordi- 
nation and then give him his choice of two 
other Government positions. Mr. VANDER- 
VOORT ought to produce his proofs. 





SIILL THEY COME. 


It is very sad, but it really looks as if the 
work of keeping the Chinamen out of the 
United States would have to be done all 
over again. The law has not yet made us 
Chinese-proof, for the subtle Mongolians are 
leaking into this country in various places. 
Even San Francisco cannot keep them out, 
and the loathsome spectacle of scores of 
presumably leprous heathen landing on a 
San Francisco wharf has just been presented 
to the astonished and indignant eyes of Mr. 
Denis Kearney and his followers. 

It appears that the framers of the Chinese 
treaty assumed that all Chinamen are la- 
borers. They therefore, as a mere act of 
meaningless politeness, agreed, in the sec- 
ond article of the treaty, that any Chinaman 
provided with a certificate from his Govern- 
ment to the effect that he is not a laborer 
may freely enter the United States. Now, 


‘nothing could be simpler than for the Chi- 


nese Officials to assume that ‘‘ washee- 
washee”’ isa trade ora learned profession 
rather than a branch of labor, and to grant 
certificates to Chinese washermen asserting 
that they are tradesmen and not laborers. 
In case any Official should decline to 
take this view of the matter, all that any 
Chinaman desiring to emigrate to America 
would have to do would be to bribe the offi- 
cial in order to obtain from him any desired 
certificate. Already two steamers have 
landed at San Francisco cargoes of China- 
men holding certificates to the effect that 
they are pot Iaborers. No opposition can 
be made to the landing of these Chinamen, 
for their certificates must be accepted as 
evidence. We may have the strongest con- 
viction that Ah Sing is not a wet-nurse, and 
that Ah Lee is not a Professor of theology, 
but so long as they own certificates describ- 
ing them respectively as wet-nurses and 
theologians, they must be permitted to land, 
even with their wash-tubs and scrubbing 
boards in their hands. 

Meanwhile, on the borders of Oregon, the 
illicit trade of smuggling Chinamen into 
this country is flourishing. Of course, the 
methods of the smugglers are not those of 
ordinary smugglers, for Chinamen can- 
not be hidden in clothes-bags or concealed 
about the person of asmuggier. It is, how- 
ever, easy to guide a Chinaman who has 
landed on British territory across the bor- 
der, and when he is once safely on our soil 
detection is virtually impossible. The 
smuggler is paid by the Chinaman, and the 
latter, on arriving at a settlement, alleges 
that he is an old resident and promptly 
opens a laundry. 

Unless the whole British border and the 
entire Pacific coast should be lined with 
revenue officers—which is plainly impracti- 
cable—Chinese laborers will continue to be

followers of the Church of the Latter Day Saints. 
It would be a shame to cry “* Monopoly !”’ to a com- 
munity of speculators like that represented by 
these self-denying missionaries.

Torelieve them from the disagreeable 
necessity of appealing to friends and to relieve the 
bank officers from the bother of passing judg- 
ment upon the responsibility of private bonds- 
men, the kind-hearted Directors advise their 
employes to get their bonds (for an an- 
nual premium of 1 per cent.) from a local 
Guarantee Company, with which the Directors 
have made ‘'most favorable arrangements.” If 
the unhappy olerks shall discover that their Direc- 
tors are incorporators or stockholders of the Guar- 
antee Company, they will undoubtedly make haste 
to pay thelr assessments, and will not make the 
blunder of caliing upon their friends for bonds. 
They have already been told, however, in the Di- 
rectors’ official letter, that private bondsmen are 
not wanted. Whatever may be the relation exist- 
ing between the bank Directors and the Guarantee 
Company, it appears that Chicago has taught the 
East, either by suggestion or practical demonstra- 
tion, a new trick, for the possibilities of this new 
assessment plan are great.

Owing to an accident the Princess Louise 
was able to be present but a short time at the bali 
given in honor of herself and the Marquis of Lorne 
in Quebec on Friday evening last. She had suf- 
fered for some days previous with an inflamed eye, 
and unfortunately had the inflammation aggravat- 
ed on the day of the ba!l, a lotion not intended for 
the eye having been used by mistake. The effects 
were severe, but, fortunately, temporary. 


A young Canadian girl wno had her picture 
taken by an Ottawa photographer refused to re- 
ceive end pay for it on the ground that it was not 
a correct likeness. The photographer, angered by 
her refusal, added a mustache and acigar to the 
picture and placed it on exhibition in his window. 
The young lady thereupon entered en action for 
$1,000 damages, but the matter was compromised 
by the photographer paying her a smalier sum. 

The South Bend (Ind.) Tribune publishes 
the following: “Two ladies of Buchanan, Mrs. 
Dunning and Mrs. Habn, were riding together in 
a buggy on Tuesday last, when their horse became 
frightened and backed down an embankment at 
the approach of the new bridge across the St. 
Joseph River at that place. The buggy struck on 
one of the stringers of the bridge and the ladies 
were precipitated into the river, falling about 20 
feet. The horse also fell through and struck the 
water between the ladies, but, fortunately, did not 
hit either of them.

KRAKATOA ERUPTION 


i eats 
FIRST SIGNS OF THE GREAT VOL- 
CANIC DISTURBANCE. 

CITIES OBSCURED BY “A CLOUD OF DARE- 

MESS WHICH MIGHT BE FELT’’—pDrsaP- 


PEARANCE OF ANJER. 

Srncapore, Sept. 4.—The details of the 
Krakatoa eruption of last Sunday week read like a 
page from the earthquake of Lisbon or the yet 
blacker horror which Lord Lytton's genius cast 
around the fall of Pompeii. Even in this grim re- 
zion, whose vory sollseems forever quaking with 
the struggles of the unquenchable fires belew, 80 
wide-spread and overwhelming a ruin has had no 
parallel since the Island of Sumbawa exploded like 

-@ powder ;mine in 1815, shaking land and sea 
for hundreds of miles around, and hurling 
forth ashes and tava enough to ‘cover 
two feet deep the whole surface of Ger- 
many." On the night of Sunday, the 26th 
of August, various sea Captains far away from 
land paused in their measured pacing of the deok 
to listen in wonder to the sound of a heavy can- 
nonade (as they thought) coming from the direction 
of the Sunda Strait, at the western extremity of 
Java. During the same night several residents in 
Singapore were surprised by the appearance ofa 
floating black dust, pungent, stifling, and so fine 
that even a mosquito-net was not proof against it. 
In Java itself the tokens of evil were even more 


wfully manifest. The sun rose in vain for Batavia 
on the morulae after that fatal Sabbath. A thick 
black cloud—-a cloud of “darkness which might 
be feit’—eneompassed the affrighted city. In that 
tainted air the flickering lamp quivered and died. 
The few men who returned to grope their way 
about the darkened town fell fainting in its streets. 
Houses and shops were shut and barred, and the 
inhabitants sat trembling within, thinking that the 
last day was at hand. 

But the real nature of the calamity soon became 
terribly clear. The volcanic. system of the Malay 
Arebipelago may be best compared to an electrie 
cable traversing the whole jength of Samatra and 
Java, continued to the eastward through the 
smaller islands of Lombok and Sumbawa to Floris 
and Timor, and thence making a sudden bend 
northward to Amboyna and the Moluccas. One of 
the important links in this great explosive 
chain is the volcanic islet of in the 
strait dividing Java from Sumatra, which was 
quickly discovered to be in a state of furi- 
ouseruption. And now tidings of disaster began 
to come thick and fast from every side. Miles 
‘of flourishing plantations bad been blasted by the 
burning ashes, and the labors of years were de- 
stro: in one night. The sea, shaken to its low- 
est depths, rose and fell like a fountain jet, filng- 
ing boats and even large ships far up on the shore. 
Neither chart nor compass could save the bewil- 
dered seamén. who, voy g over perfectly famil- 
lar waters, found sea in the place of land and land 
ip the place of sea. In Batavia itself the streets 
were heaped with volcanic ashes and lava-dust, 
while a succession of mountain waves, bursting 
apon the eons. rendered any approach from that 
tide impossible. 

But worse was still to come. The fatal mountain 
stood right in the centre of a up of native 
towns and Villages lying along either side of the 
strait, and upon these fell the utmost fury of the 
Zestruction. One great wave sufficed to lay in 
ruins the Javanese village of Tieringin. The dis- 
trict inspector of telegraphs, while engaged in re- 
pairing the broken wires betweeu Serang and 

Aniet, a few miles furiher up the Javanese coast, 
par oS hy he ne far out to seaward a piled-up 
wall of water “‘standing up like a high column,” 
and coming in upon the shore with inconceivable 
swiftness. When it subsided, Anjer was gone. 
Even worse did it fare with Teluk Betong. a 
large Malay town on the Sumatran side of the 
channel. One line ina telegram formed its cis- 
mal epitaph: “‘Teluk Betong has disappeared, with 
10.000 inhabitants.” ; 

The Miltonie battie ended as suddenly as it be- 
gan, but its grim work had been thoroughly done. 
All the light-houses had disappeared from the 
Sunda Strait. Three populous towns were gone as 
if they had never been. Upward of 30,000 human 
beings iay buried under the falling ashes or in the 
depths of the devouring sea. The dust aad vol- 
eanic elnders descended thickly all over Western 
Java as far as Cheriton. The flashes of the suoces- 
sive fire-spouts through the gloom were distinctly 
seen many leagues away, and, according to the 
concurrent testimony of several trustworthy wit 
nesses, some of the eee were plainly heard 
at a distance of 430 miles. The whole con- 
formation of the Sunda Strait has veen altered in 
one night, and bold indeed will he be who shall 
dare to pass through it for many aday to come. 
Compared with the havoc of that fatal Sunday all 
the destruction wrought by the overthrow of Pom- 
peii and Herculaneum is ss nothing. But with the 
destroyed has perished the destroyer. One sen- 
tence of a recent bulletin rounds off with tragic 
fitness this battle of the giants: “The sea now 
plays where Mount Krakatoa once stood.” a

ARRIVALS OF THE HORSES.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE EXHIBITION TO 
OPEN THIS MORNING. 


Madison-Square Garden was wholly given 
over to horses and horse-owners yesterday. By 
10 o'clock last evening had arrived 200 of the 35z 
horses entered as competitors for prizes at the 
first annual exnibition of the Nationa] Horse Show 
Association of America. The remainder of the 
horses, which are owned in this City, will be at the 
Garden before 10 o’elock this morning, when the 
show is to be opened to the public, although the 
formal evening will not take place until afternoon, 
when Mayor Edson will deliver his address. 
Thousands of ladies and .gentiemen .visited the 
Garden yesterday afternoon and evening when the 
horses were being received and allotted to their 
stalls. 

The most attractive feature of this necessarily 
monotonous business was the arrival of the 14 
horses owned by the Gentlemen's Riding Club. 
They were led by the crooms of the club. clothed 
in their livery jacket of biue and yellow, with biue 
sleeves and corduroy trousers, The animais, care- 
fully groomed and neatly blanketec, with saddles, 
bridles. and bits in the best of trim, elicited much 
favorable commert from all who witnessea the 
show. Another feature waa the entry of Dahbl- 
man’s string of 30 huge Percheron horses. 
Even these massive horses are over-top 
by a huge gray Percheron stallion, Raspail, weigh- 
ing 2,000 peunds, and owned by H. G. White, of 
Svracuse. Among the famous horses which took 
up their Sompecery residences in the stalls yester- 
day were H. N. Smith’s stallion General Knox and 
the deposed queen of the turf, Goldsmith Maid; 
Col. H. 8S. Russell’s famous trotting stailion Smug- 
gier, W. S. Gurnee’s coaching stallion Tyroliea, the 
two Arabian horses presented to Gen. Grant by the 
Sultan of Turkey, Leopard and Linden Tree; J. R. 
Keene’s Spendthrift and Phyllis, and his son's 
jumper, Foxhall-Keene; Mr. Cassatt’s Ben d'Or 
and Strattord, the hunters of the Rockaway Hunt. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s famous trotting team Cleora 
end Independence ana his roadster Brignolia; 
W. H. Henriques’s Shetland pony stalifon colt, 
brood mare and her colt. at foot, which is hardly 
bigger than a good-sized dog; W. P, Douglass's 
and Hugo Fritsch’s four-in-hand teams. and others 
aimost equally wellknown. The grooms in at- 
tendence all wore the association’s livery, black 
end yellow stripes, with black sleeves, and caps of 
the same celors as their jackets. During the after- 
noon Misses Melihuish and Kine, the English pro- 
fessional riders, and Miss Sehreeder, of this City, 
exercised the hunters and jumpers and gave visi- 
tors a foretaste of the excellent exhibition they 
will make daily.

MR, IRVING AND MISS TERRY, 
—_—-_-~~._——_—— 
THEY ARE BROUGHT FROM THE LOWER BAY 
ON MR, TILDEN’S YACHT, 

Mr. Henry Irving and Miss Ellen Terry 
were brought up the Bay yesterday on Mr. Tilden’s 
steam yacht Yosemite, in which Mr, W. J. Florence 
and Mr. Lawrence Barrett had gone to meet the 
distinguished English actors. The Britannic, in 
which Mr, Irving and Miss Terry crossed the ocean, 
arrived in the Lower Bay at midnight on Satur- 
day. Mr. Henry Abbey, Mr. Schoeffle, his part- 
ner, and some newspaper reporters, who had 
gone down to meet Mr, Irving on the 
steam-boat Blackbird, were transferred to 
the yacht. Mr. Irving wore a  pea-jacket 
and trousers of rough English cloth, and 
a slouch hat. At the first glance his features sug- 
gest a sort of combination of Edwin Booth and 
Oscar Wilde. Miss Terry wore a traveling costume 
of heavy goods ina brown and olive check. Her 
hair is golden-hued, and she is tall and slender. 
Mr. Irving submitted gracefully to the eustomary 
“interviewing,” anticipating, however, the inev- 
itable first question of the reporters, ‘‘ What do 
you think of America?’ by asking it himself, and 
declining to answer it until after a more intimate 
acquaintance with the country. 

Mr. Irving's manner was that of a polished gentle- 
man, with a tinge of the naiveté of the man of the 
world. He was himself perfectly at ease and at 
once set every one about him equally at ease. 
Bright, quick, pungent, it was a pleasure to listen 
to hischat. where was none of the drawl and 
affectation in pronuneljation whieh many writers 
have said was characteristic. ‘“‘I’m English, 
you know,” he said, “and you must excuse 


me if I speak in English, as it is more natural to 
me than any other tongue,” evidently heving in 
mind these circumstances. ‘I hope my English 
mannerisms of speech,”’ he added, ** will not offend 
and be too severely criticised. You know the Eng- 
lieh people overiook in your actors what are termed 
their Americanisms.” 

Of Mr. Edwin Booth Mr. Irving said: ‘‘ Mr. Booth 
was deservedly popular in Europe, and in England 
particularly. In my opinion Lear was his greatest 
success. It was a magnificent piece of acting. His 
Othelio, Iago, and Bertuccio were all well done, 
and pleased the public. His Richelieu was nut so 
successful, because ‘Richelieu’ is not a popular 
play in England.” 

** What has been the principal factor in arousing 
the interest in Shakespearean plays in Engiand ’”’ 

“ England is filled with Shakespearean societies, 
and the people generally read Shakespeare more 
than ne was read 25 years ago. Our fathers’ 
knowledge of Shakespeare was almost wholly de- 
riyed from the theatre. To-day his works are 
text-books.” 

“ Which one of his plays is the most popular in 
England?” 

*** Hamlet,’ unquestionably. The next one? Sin- 
gularly enough it is not *Juliue Cegar,’ as I under- 
stand to be the ease in yourcountry. ‘Othello’ 
would be probably, but it wants two good actors, 
and it is hard to find such for such characters as 
Othello and Iago. Salvini’s Othello was spoiled by 
an lago who could not play upto him. ‘Julius 
Cesar’ is not played in land ‘because we 
haven't the actors to play it.” 

When the theatres of this country and their pa- 
trons, and the differences between them and those 
of England, were being:epoken of, Mr. Irving 
asked: ‘Do your people applaud situations, reci- 
tations. or the tricks which actors sometimes re- 
sort toto gain applause?’ Being informed that 
applause was about equelly distributed between 
the three, and that Hamlet’s soliloquy, womaee 
“To be, or not to be,”’ was frequently greeted wit 
a round of applause, he said: ‘I never gota hand 
on that soliloquy in my life, and am glad to know 
that Americans appreciate reading as well as act- 
ing. You remember your Edwin Forrest once 
stepped in the middie of a play and 
said to his audience, ‘You must applaud, or I 
cannot act.’ There was much truth in that. For 
the sake of the nuaeene which encourages and in- 
eites an actor to best work I retain the pit in 
my theatre. I like the applause which comes from 
there, for society people who ocoupy the stalls do 
not indulge in applause except on the reappear- 
ance of some oid favorite, when they wave hats 
and handkerchiefs and generally make an exhibi- 
tion of themselves. I am giad to know of the 
American babit of applause from all over the 

“house, fer such spplause does away with the sus- 
picion of a cluque, which is as annoying to a good 
actor es to an audience. Real enthusiasm and 
honest recognition of merit is the actor's greatest 
encouragement.”

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A SENSATION IN GEORGIA.

WHY A PROMINENT CHURCH MEMBER TOOK 
HIS OWN LIFE. 

Avcusta, Ga. Oct, 21,.—The greatest 
social sensation ever known in Georgia 
has been developed by the death of Wil- 
liam C. Derry, book-keeper of the 
Macon Jelegraphk. His family connections ex- 
tend into every section of the State. His 
work as the founder of St. James's Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, of this city; his 
25 years’ service as Superintendent of the most 
famous Sunday-schoo! in the South, and his many 
charities all conspired to make him beloved. 
Some whispers accompanied the announcement 
of his death, but they were not believed, and 
the church members especially pleaded for the 
suppression of the rumors. The Augusta News 


apnounced his death with the head-lines, “A 
Good Man Gone Above and a Pillar of St. 
James’s Church Lifted Up Into Heaven.” 
Following it was a laudatory article which was 
very fuisome in the light of subsequent 
developments. The ‘(Aronicie said: * As a quiet 
citizen and a _ professor of the religion of 
the meek and lowly Jes as husband, 
father, or friend, William C. rry walked in 
and out before bis fellow-citizens a man without 
fear and without reproach. Having lived out eight 
ears more than the span allotted to man, he has 
pn gathered to his fathers." 

From all this the sensation may be judced when 
it was ascertained that Derry died by his own 
band. Entering the drug store of Dr. Ingalls 
int Maeon on Thursday evening, be asked for a 
two-ounce vialjef jJaudanum. saying it was for his 
wife. He asked if it wasa potent article, and if 
it would kill a man. Dr. Ingalls told him it 
would kili half a dozen men. When Derry 
went tome he sought his room, and as he did not 
come out soon members of his family entered 
and found him unconscieus. He never recovered, 
and on Friday morning be died. 

A talk with Major Henson, proprietor of the 
Macon Jelegraph, explained the whole trouble. 
When ,I took the management of the 7elegraph 
Derry was waver ta and was regarded as 
thoroughly honest until in November, 1882, he wrote 
me aletterthat he was short about $1,000 in cash. 
On aceount of his family, as well as for his 
age, I decided not to éxpose him, and he 
paid up the amount of defaleation. His son, Prof. 
Joseph Derry, gave me notes covering the 
amount. 1 noticed a few weeks back 
that Derry grew nervous whenever I went about 
his desk. I told my brother that we must get rid of 
him. He left the office on Oct. 4. We found dis- 
erepanelies in all our important accounts. 

On Wednesday night of this week I went 
to Derry’s heuse and tola him what 
had been developed, saying tbat, . while 
I did not propose to foree him to do so, I wanted a 
truthful statement of the facts. He owned he 
bad continued without interruption to appropri- 
ate money from the office,and said he would 
furnish me a statement of the amount. This 

to bring to the office yes- 
5 o'clock. Calling at about 
and finding he had not 
brought the promised statement, I wrote him anete 
ealling his attention to the fant, and suggested 
that this was a matter of sufficient importance 
to him to warrant immediate attention. The 
bearer of the note reported that it was deliv- 
ered to Prof. Joseph Derry, who informed 
him his father was unconscious. This morning 
I received a sealed jetter from him, and 
the statement was inclosed. The statement 
has a number of memoranda of amounts, and 
foots up $808. In his letter he refers to this as the 
statement promised, which I understand to be 
the amount of his shortage since I helped him out 
of his first scrape.”

SUPPLIES OF AUTUMN FRUITS. 


APPLES AND QUINCES SCARCE—PEARS AND 
NUTS MORE PLENTIFUL, 


There will be a few more peaches here this 


week from the Hudson River country, and although 
most of them will be small they will generally be 
of very nice flavor, but as the public have wearied 
of this fruit, they will not sell for very high prices, 
There will be a great abundance, forthe season of 
the year, of many varieties of pears, and the prices 
at which tmey will be sold will be no more than 
last week, when fine Duchess pears could be 
bought at wholesale for $6 or $7 per barrel, and 
Seckels and Bartletts for $4 and $5 per half- 
barrel. There was a very large crop of 
Pears produced this season in Western New- 
York, and there the Duchess vear can be grown 


more perfectly than elsewhere in the United States, 
and were it not that the Western cities are large 
purchasers this season of the fruit products of that 
portion of the State, there wotld be a very large 
quantity of them here and prices would be much 
lower, but unless the Western buyers stop pur- 
chasing the large Guantities they do, pears of all 
kinds will goto higher prices toward the end of 
the week. It is a difficult matter to purchase 
a barrel of really nice aopies, and the few that are 
to be had will readily sell for upward of $6 per bar- 
rel. Ve ordinary m4 oe are worth $3 per bar- 
rel, and Western New-York apples will sell by tne 
load for upward of thatamount at the dock. They 
are becoming scarcer each day, and must sell for 
higher pricesas the season advances. ‘The apple 
which seems now to be most sought for by the 
faney fruit trade is a small but very highly colored 
red fruit, called here the Snow apple. It is a mel- 
low and juicy appie, and very delicately flavored. 
The best of them are coming this season from 
Maine, although they are grown in all the North- 
ern States. There will be very few fine Greenings 
this season, but a very fair quality of good Golden 
Russets. Newtown Pippins will be very 
scarce, and there will be few Spitzenbergs. 
Quinces have been scarcer and higher this 
season than for seven years past. Nearly the en- 
tire country must this season be supplied from the 
product of the State of New-York, and while there 
has been a fair crop in the State the domand for 
them has been from all — and the supply 
for this City is consequently much less than usual. 
A ~ zood apple quinces wholesale: last week for 
as high as per barrel, while any that could be 
classed as fancy sold readily for from $8 to $10 per 
barrel. Very common Cennecticut pear quinces 
sold for upwara of $4 per barrel. There is little 
probability that they will bea sold this week forany 
higher prices, but a decided possibility that they 
may have to be sold for less. There is not a very 
great demand for them at the high prices, ana 
should the’ receipts this week be any heavier than 
Jast week they must decline in price, but the house- 
keepers who have not secured their usual supply 
should do so this week, as they will probably be as 
cheap and better than Jater in the season. 

There is a great abundance of common frosted 
Concord grapes now in the market, and it is al- 
most impossible to find buyers for them. The wine 
men are buyingthem at from 1 to 8 cents per 
pound. Any really good Concord grapes that 
have not been frosted (and they may be told by 
the stems, as those not frosted are green and fresh 
in appearance) will readily sell fer 6 cents per 
pound and upward. The Catawba grapes that are 
in prime condition will readily bring 8 cents per 
pound and the Delaware 1 cent more. Diana, 
Towa, and grapes of that order are worth about 
the same as the Catawbas. There will be no 
change this week from these prices. Large ship- 
ments of Malaga grapes are continually arriving, 
and these grapes are being sold at from 
$4 to $550 per barrel of 50 pounds each. 
They never came here in better order 
nor muon better in quality, and so long 
as thoy are so plentiful and cheap,the domestic 
grapes will not sell for higher prices than they 
bring now. This season has been unusually favor- 
able for thezproduction of cauliflowers, and the 
quality of this vegetable which has been sold dur- 
ing this month in this City is phenomenal, and it 
will still be abundant for a week or 10 days more. 
The best of it wholesales for about $1 75 per bar- 
rel, and common cauliflowers sold last night as 
low as a dollar per barrel. Chestnutshave become 
very abundant, and they find a ready sale at $4 per 
bushel, and there is not mueh probability of them 
selling for much less this season. But hickory- 
nuts are so abundant asto be almost worthless. 
There is a great crop ef these nuts In every portion 
of the United States where the trees that produce 
them are to be found. 
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OBITUARY NOTES, 

George Philip Stanhope, eighth Earl of Ches- 
terfield, is dead, in his sixty-second year. 

The Hon. Jephtha W. Babcock, a former 
member of the Assembly from the Second District 
of Niagara County, died in Lockport yesterday. 

The Rev. Dr. D, A. McCready, Pastor of the 
Walton Methodist Episcopal Church, Pittsburg, 
cropped dead of heart disease at his home last 
night. 

Ex-Congressman Charles J. Albright was 
stricken wit’ paralysis at his home in Cambridge, 
Ohio, at noon yesterday, and died at 6 o'clock last 
evening. 

Henry Peychaud died in New-Orleans yester- 
day morning at the age of 73 years. He was ofold 
Creele stock and a Cescendant of Gov. Villers and 
Major Peire, conspicuous in military and civil life 
early inthe century. He was brought up to com- 
mercial business in the old Citizens’ Bank, with 
which he was identified for many years.

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BACK IN PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


—_-—— x 
MR, BEECHER AGAIN TALKING TO HIS CON- 
GREGATION, 

When Mr, Beecner, hale and ruddy after his 
recent tour through the West and South, faced his 
congregation in Plymouth Church yesterday morn- 
ing, there were no vacant seats and no standing 
room, and even the aisles were packed to an un- 
comfortable degree. Artemisiay bloomed-on the 
platform among dahlias and Maréchal Niel roses, 
while smilax trailed down the pulpit stands. 

In making the usual announcements Mr. Beecher 
spoke of the work of the American Missionary 
Society in the education of negroes and China- 
men, and during his absence in the South 


he went over this whole field of labor and was 


deeply impressed with the largeness and necessity 
of the work. Inthe Avery School in Charleston 
were gathered 300 youths and maidens, many of 
them so white that you might envy so much beanty 
of skin and hair, and others as black as their hearts 
could desire. Mr. Beecher recalled the condition 


of 4,000,000 blacks when 1t was an offense to teach 
them to read, and to-day when, emancipated, they 
were sending out scores of teachers from among 
their own numbers. The Fisk University at Nush- 
ville was educating {oune colored men and women 
for the ministry, and this institution had been puilt 
out of the singing preaty of ex-slaves. Mr. 
Beecher was grateful that Plymouth Church had 
iven them their first impulse through which they 
ad “‘ sung up” three buildings. 

Mr. Beeocher’s sermon was an hour lone, during 
which he spoke with unabated vigor and freshness. 
While men were investigating the origin of the 
race, he said, and tne philosophy of human eyolu- 
tion, it was for us more empirically to recognize 
the fact that the whole creation was groaning and 
travailing ip pain until now. Thesorrows and sut- 
ferings of men had engaged the thoughts of phi- 
losophers and-sentimentalists the world over. a- 
ture gave men who had health and success what 
they needed, and if everybody were well aud happy 
it would almost entirely vacate moral infuences. 
Almost all men who had passed the meridian of 
life suffered from disappointment, from sickness, 
or oppression, and what consolation did nature 
offer for such? None. The conditions securing 
happiness were Jimitea. Life began as if it werea 
comedy, and ended a tragedy. Philosophers had 
said “* Hat, drink, ana be merry, for to-morrow you 
die,” and stoics had said “ Harden your heart, ebut 
your teeth, and hold on to the end.” ‘The one was 
consolation to swine and the other to stones. The 
Old Testament did not offer much solace to those 
who failed in endeavor, while the New. for those 
who had experienced failure, was a book of con- 
solation. It rested on the declaration of the love 
and sympathy of God with the human race. 
Mr. Beecher called attention to the neglegted 
masses in civilized countries, and asked what 
chance the Afriean had had. He contrasted the 
experiences of others with hisown. He was born 
in happy New-England and inherited 40 genera- 
tions. He was of **20-minister power.” Look at 
the generations of ministers from whom Ralph 
Waldo Emerson was descended. He was 
better made than Mr. Beecher, said the 
latter. “but I am as I have -received.” 
Mr. Beecher believed in a God of love, or he 
couldn’t think ot the future of human life. Look 
attne people who go to no chureh; badly born, 
worse reared. with robber vices and crimes on 
them and after them. And how many were sub- 
ordinates who should be principals, for servants 
were often superior to masters and mistresses. 
Mr. Beecher paid a tribute to the self-deny- 
ing servants who save millions to send 
across the sea in a golden stream to 
home and friends. Mr, Beecher hastened to say 
that he was not a blarney admirer of the Irish, for 
“we can’t live without them or with them,” and 
when hesaw the way they treated the Chinaman 
he felt more like the shillalah than the blarney stone. 

Marriages, Mr. Beecher went on, were said to 
be made in heaven, but there was a division be- 
tween the worlds. Some women walked in the 
very midst of hell for days and months and 
years, and it was horrible for a_ pure, 
high-minded woman to be allied to trick- 
ery, lying, lecherous vices, and drunkenness. 
Dante never saw —— like it in his visions. 
Mr, Beecher considered those who were wearily 
working in broken health, who saw life going by 
and, conseious of usefulness, were a burden on 
love. There was something very bitter in that 
without divine consolation. As to old age Mr. 
Beecher rejoiced that he was growing old, and he 
thanked Ged his steps were not as strong as they 
used to be. If it should please God that he should 
live after his usefulness was gone he would sub- 
mit, but he would grumble first. When men said 
they were failing it was only the ripening before 
the falling of the fruit. Mr. Beecher urged, in con- 
clusion, that the Bible should be practiced rather 
than disputed about, and that the great hope he 
had been speaking of strengthened weakness, 
gave courage to despondency, and perseverance to 
faintness of heart. 
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PLAYING WITH A BIG CARTRIDGE. 


FOUR LITTLE BOYS BADLY HURT WRILE Ex- 
PERIMENTING WITH A DANGEROUS PRIZE, 
Four boys, the sons of stablemen, living 
above a row of private stables in Fifty-eighth- 
street, between Broadway and Seventh-avenue, 
experimented yesterday afternoon with a cartridge 
of blasting powder which they found in an exca- 
vation near their homes, with the result that ono 
of the lads was fatally injured and his 
campanions were severely hurt The ex- 
perimenting lads are John Burke, 6 years 
old; Miehael Tylon, 7 years, and William 


and John Cottingham, 8 and 6 years, respectively. 
Near where the accidert occurred a contractor 
named Sheridan is eigaged in excavating for the 
foundation of a new engine-heuse for Engine 
Company No. 23. Blasting has been going on for 
some time, and the contractor bas been frequently 
warned by Capt. Killalea, of the Twenty-second 
Precinct, not to leave any of the cartridges used 
in the blasting operations lying around loose. A 
wocden tool-bex stands in front of the lot, and In 
this the cartridges are locked up. 

The four boys were playing in the street in front 
of their homes during the afternoon, and about 4 
o’clock explored the rocks where blasting opera- 
tions had been conducted on Saturday afternoon. 
There Tylon found a cartridge of blasting powder. 
It was what is known by blasters as a ‘* belogna,”’ 
and consists of a tin cylinder about a foot long 
filled with giant powder, intended to be fired by 
electricity. The boys carried their prize across the 
street into the unfinished building Nos. 206 and 208 
West Fifty-eighth-street, which is intended fora 
livery stable for Charies Weeks. The building is 
three stories high. The beams are all on, but the 
flooring hus not yet been laid. The cartridge was 
placedson the earth whieh forms the ground floor 
of the building, there being no excavation 
for a cellar. Then the lads went for matches. 
They tormented their parents for matches “ to 
light a bonfire,” but were refused. Finally, 
getting some at a stable in the  neigh- 
borhood, the lads returned to the place 
where they had secreted the cartridge, 
placed a pile of stenes ever it, bored a hole in the 
tin canister, and applied a lighted match to the 
powder. It exploded with a terrific noise, sont the 
stones piled on top of it hich into the air, and scat- 
tered in different directions the four boys, who 
were bending over to see the result. A large 
crowd of ‘the residents, hearing tke explosion, 
hurried tothe spot. When Patrolman Miller, of 
the Twenty-second Precinct, reached the place the 
boys were making their way out of the building, 
crying and screaming with pain. Burke had been 
struck by one of the flying stones on the head and 
his skull was fraetured and his face cut and bleed- 
ing. He was taken to his home. His condition 
is extremely critical, and it is feared that he 
cannot survive, The two Cottingham lads were 
badly burned and injured about their faces and 
eyes. They were taken to Roosevelt Hospital. 
There it was found that each of the boys had re- 
ceived an exactly similar injury to the left eye. 
The iris of the eye in each case protruded in such 
a mavner as to make necessary a delicate opera- 
tion, but itis hoped their eyesight will be saved. 
William had also received a small, but deep, 
wound in the left breast, produced, it is supposed, 
by a grain of the coarse powder being driven with 
great force into the flesh. This wound js not seri- 
ous. Tylon, who found the cartridge, esoaped 
with slight cuts and bruises to his legs.

-WORKING MEN IN POLITICS, 


— eo 
THE OBJECTS THEY. ARE STRIVING FOR AND 
THE CANDIDATES THEY APPROVE. 

The working men’s organizations of this 
City and State are bestirring themselves to take an 
actiye part inthe campaign. Some have already 
nominated candidates for ‘Assembly, and others 
have suggested to the political parties to nominate 
certain prominent union men for the Assembly. 
In this City they demand, among other things, the 
abolition of the convict contract labor system and 
also an amendment of the tenement-house cigar 
law that was passed by the last Legisiature. The 
law as it now stands isin force only in this City, 
and the working men want it to embrace Brook- 


lyn and, if possible, the whole State. With regard 
to the convict contract slabor system, tney are 
making it one of the main issues of the campaign, 
and they are already printing the ballots against 
the system, which they will distribute among all 


working men in the City. 

The Social Labor i in this City and the Cen- 
tral Labor Union have abandoned the idea of mak- 
ing independent nominations for legislative and 
municipal offices in the Assembly and Senatorial 
districts, in which attempt they made a bad fail- 
ure last year, but have decided to concentrate 
thelr whole strength in the Eignth, Tenth. and 
Nineteenth Assembly Districts, which contain a 
large number of working men of Soclalistic ten- 
denoies, especially the Tenth, where Bohemians 
abound. Here the Sociatist Party has nominated 
Vineent W. Woytisek, 
of the Cigar-makers’ Progressive Union, for 
the Assembly, and they hope to elect him 
with the heip of the Bohemian vote. In former 
— many of tne Bohemians steadily voted the 
Republican ticket, but the later arrivals have had 
a leaning toward Socialism, and the Socialist Party 
bh-s been active in preaching its doctrines and dis- 
sominating Socialistie literature among taem. The 
Central Labor Union, which now is as radical as 
tne Socialist Party, yesterday indorsed this nom!- 
nation, os well as that of Charlies L. Miller 
tor Alderman in that district. The latter, 
while claiming to be a Socialist of the 
most advanced type, has individually a very 
small following. In the Eighth and Nineteenth 
Districts the Central Labor Union will nominate 
candidates for Assembly, and these, it is under- 
etood, will be indorsed by the Socialists. C. B. 
Malone, a bricklayer, it is said, will run in the 
Eighth, and in the Nineteenth Jobn Franklyn, also 
a bricklayer, who was the union’s candidate for 
Mayor against Edson last year. It was announeed 
thaton Wednesday evening a mass-meeting would 
be held at the Germania Assembly Rooms, in the 
Bowery, where the working{men would protest 
against, and demand the abolition of, the convict 
labor system. 

The State Committee of the Working Men's As- 
sembly of the State opened the campaign yester- 
day with a meeting at No. 10 Stanton-street, which 
will be its head-quarters uatil after the elections. 
P. J. Byrne, of the Typographical Union, was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Campaign Committee. 
George Blair is the President of the State Commit- 
tee. and conducted its proceedings yesterday. The 
Committee on Printing reported that money was 
coming in for printing anti-eonvict labor ballots, 
andthe conference committee members stated 
that they had conferred with the Republican and 
Democratic State Committees, and that the latter 
had promised to print and distribute anti-convict 
labor ballots, while the Republican State Com- 
mittee had not yet given avy decided answer. 
Mr. Blair remarked ti.at the working men’s State 
organization aiffered from the Socialist Party and 
the Central Labor Union. It was not as radical, 
did not indulge in impracticable theories. and did 
not desire to nominate independent eandidates in 
any district whenever one party or the other 

romised to effet certain reforms or nominated 
or the Legislature candidates who were well 
known to be in “favor of improving 
the condition of the working men. In certain 
districts in the interior, as in Cohoes, for instanee, 
where the Democratie Party had threatened to 
leave out in the cold Assemblyman Delehanty, who 
had proved himself to bea warm friend and ad- 
vocate of workingmen. The Working Men’s Party 
might renominate him, and would probably elect 
him, but it would not be wise to nominate inde- 
pendent candidates in this city, where the ma- 
chinery of both parties was so perfect that they 
managed to steal voters right from under the noses 
of labor organizations. 

The State Committee appointed a committee to 
reach voting working men, andjgave it special in- 
structions to work at the polls on election day and 
urge working men to vote for certain candidates. 
The faverite of this organization in the Tenth As- 
sembly District was Assemblyman Roesch, and he 
will receive its support should he be renominated. 
The committee proceeded to suggest to both par- 
ties certain men for candidaies to the Assem- 
bly from the interior; for Buffalo, the names 
of Mr. Jones, one of the chief telegraph oper- 
ators there, and a victim of the recent strike, 
and .a Mr. Fargo,a carpenter; for Auburn, the 
names of Elton and Carmichael; for Troy, Hooley. a 
unionmiron-molder: fur Cohoes, Assemblyman Del- 
ehanty. Mr. Blair said that Egbert Hoehstra, a 
printer, of Rochester, the working men’s candi- 
date there, had already been nominated by the 
Democrats, and Joseph Joyce, a printer and labor 
editor of the Utica Daily #ress, had been nom- 
inated by the Utica Republicans. In this City the 
Working men's organization has offered to nom- 
inate George Blairin the First Assembly District 
for the Assembly, but he has not yet made up his 
mind as to whether or not he will run. 
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URGING sUNDAY-SCHOOL 
atisigi st, 
PROGRESS MADE BOTH AT HOME 
IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

A meeting of prayer for all Sunday-schools 
was held last evening in the Fourth-Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, under the auspices of the New- 
York and Foreign Sunday-school Associations. 
The church was comfortably filled. The Rev, Dr. 
Howard Crosby spoke of the needs and condition 
of Sunday-school work in the United States, and 
especialiy in this City. He thought that Sunday- 
schools properly conducted could be made the 
medium of a vast amount of good, although some 
ministers at a convention he had attended recently 
expressed the opinion that they were mistakes. 
Mistakes they might turn outif managed without 


discretion. With trained teachers, however. whose 
time would be devoted to their work cntirely, the 
beneficent influence of the Sunday-school could 
not:be ever-estinvated. Whnen'the Sunday-school 
was in session there should be less singing and 
more solid and enduring study of the Scriptures. 
People who hardly pretended to be Christians sent 
their children to the Sabbath-school, feeling that 
they were doing something to atone for 
their own neglect and at the same time 
help their little ones through life’s troubles. 
Even professing Christians were imbued with 
the belief that the Sunday-school was the sheet- 
anchor of the church and their children were sent 
because they might possibly obtain more religion 
therethan at home. With the firm hold that this 
method of inouleating religion had on all churches, 
jt was apparent that every faithful Christian was 
in duty bound to aid in the cause. Dr. Crosby was 
well pleased with the condition of the Sunday- 
schools in New-York, but hoped for steady and a 
very high grade of improvement. 

Mr. Albert Woodruff, of Brooklyn, President of 
the Foreign Sunday-school Association, presented 
the annual report. This is composed almost en- 
tirely of extracts from official papers sent from 
abroad. It shows a steady and gratifying growth 
of the system in Europe. The association received 
last year $5,392 61, and has a balance on hand of 
$371 49. The Rev. C. Cuthbert Hail. of eche foreign 
association, spoke of the affairs of the society in the 
Protestant countries of Europe. What struck him 
most forcibly was the apathy exhibited, all reli- 
gious fervor seeming to be dormant. The speaker 
was convinced, though, that the situation was sus- 
ceptible of change, and believed that the improve- 
ment could be brought about without the expendi- 
ture of much money. Sympatby was the feeliag 
needed, and he urged on the home association that 
it should at all times seek to convince its foreign 
allies that they had the support of America in their 


work.

AUGUSTUS ECHELL WELCOMED 
HOME BY TAMMANY BRAVES. 
ZELLS WHICH STARTLED THE BRITANNIC’S 

PASSENGERS AND AWOKE THE PATRI- 

OTIC PRIDE OF THE GREAT SACHEM. 

°° The echoes of the sunrise gun on Governor's 
were still ringing when a familiar figure ap- 
peared on the end of the Barge Office pier at the 
Battery yesterday morning. . The battle of Bala- 
klava hat and the lofty, flaring shirt collar of the 
new-comer fixed his identity beyond a doubt. Gen. 
‘Spinola was the first of the Tammany braves to 
gaze seaward, the direction whence the Hon. Au- 
gustus Schell was expected. ‘The flash light on 
Robbin’s Reef ‘suddenly disappeared, and in the 
growing brightness of day the outlines of 
the steam-sbij Britannic, at anchor off Stat- 
en Island, were dimly revealed. While the 
weather-beaten office-holder gazed the steamer 
Patro! came down from the East River and was 
moored at the pier. Other Tammany braves began 
to struggle along and on the steamer, in ones, 
twos and threes, untii, probably 200 men were 
aboard. The return of Mr. Schell from his 
European trip was their only topic of conversation. 
Next to Spinole Mr. Paddy Burns was one of the 
earliest arrivals. Tne eicht pearl buttons of his 


overcoat, as bic and as bright as siiver dollars, 
eited admiration, but his crowning glory was bis 
ver bat, which he swore, by ail the gods of his- 
district, was larger than the tile of Mr. Tilden. 
Sachem Kearney, in a long coat ana high-top 
butcher boots, was a conspicuous figure. Senator 
Browning created some surprise by appearing in a 
Tubber poncho. 

As fast ax the faithful arrived they were burried 
aboard the boat and up on the after-deck, where 
they cheered each new-comer. A short. thick-set 
man, With Indian features and straight black hair, 

od with an ink-horn slung at his beit and an um- 
lia, which was subsequently ascertained to 
have been borrowed, was received with applause. 
He answered to the unique name of ** Peder.’ 
One of the braves characterized him as “the young 
feller who wrote up the thraditions of Tammany.” 
“ Peder” evidently spent the night elsewhere 
than in bed, for he nearly toppled off the eang- 
lank as he came aboard. Commissioner Brennan 
charge of the arrangements for receiving Mr. 
Schell. A detachment of Grafulla’s Bana bustled 
board. The leader reported to the Commissioner 
that his command had entered the back yard of 
Tammapy's honored leader at 5A. M. and gently 
aroused him from his slumbers with an aria that 
Was not wanting in sweetness and tonching ten- 
derness. Mr. Burns was puzzled tothe exteft of 
inquiring: “ Phat the divil is an aria!’ Police 
Juatice Patrick Gavan Duffy marched as far as the 
Barge Office gates with a body guard from the First 
District. He dismissed them with an admonition 
to watch the Battery flag-staff until bis return. 
When tbe Fourteenth District, in the person of Mr. 
Peter Gillespie, appeared, three choers-were given 
for Alderman John Reilly. Justice Duffy saluted 
his acquaintances with “Good morning, fellow- 
statesmen |” : 

There was the rattling of dishesand silverware 
in the cabin aft. Commissioner Nichols announced 
that breakfast was ready, and there was a scramble 
for the wafer-like sand wiches and the strong coffee 
tbat were served up. Mr. Burns sat in deep thought 

onecorner. Senstor Browning asked bim to re- 
weal the nature of bis ruminations. “ I'm thinking 
of two things that are suggested to me by to-day’s 
proceedingys,”’ was hisreply. * One was the night 
we had .of 1% at Tammany io 1852, when 
a ‘soft’ Democrat struck Mr. Schell, who 
was a ‘hard’ Demoerat, over the head with a 
chair. Mr. Kelly. Gen. Dan Sickles, and Gen. 
Jobn Cochrane were all together then, and were 
opposed to Mr. Schell. I was thinking. also, of 
the time I took to Sing Sing the poor fellow who 
Was sentenced to three years and a half for steai- 
ing Sammy Tilden’s overcoat.”” Mr. Burns's eyes 
were fastened on a handsome steam yaeht which 
Was rapidly passing the Battery when he began his 
last remark. She was premptly recognized by a 
dozen braves as the Yosemite, witli which Mr. 
Tilden has been fooling up and down the river the 
past Summer. She had on board a number of per- 
Fons, among whom were some prominent actors, 
and ex-Senator Jobu Fox, who was desirous of 
giving Mr. Schell the first creeting upon his re- 
turn. The Yosemite slipped past the Patrol, and, 
with the speed of a greyhound, steamed straight 
for the Britannic. When the Patrol’s passengers 
next saw her, balf an hour later, she was at the 
port quarter of the Britannic. 

In the midst of their feasting the Patrol started 
for the Lower Bay. She was well under way when 
a@ Vigilant brave discovered the massive head and 
feathers of his honored Jeader. Mr. Kelly was 
standing on the pier waving his handkerchief and 
umbrella. He bad fallen intoa little doze after 
the musicians left him, and when he awoke witha 
start it was nearly 7 o'clock. By the merest good 
wok he was able to make bis sign«] known to his 
friends. The Patrol steamed back again and he 
Was taken aboard with the loudest of haroos. 
With him came Register Docharty, Coroners Martio 
and Kennedy, Martin B. Brown, and Aldermen 
Kirk and Rinckhoff.. Fire Commissioner Gorman 
came down to the boatand retired after saying 
that he hada horror of sea-sickness. A revenue 
cutter swept past the Patrol with Colieetor Robert- 
son aboard. The Collector was not out that chilly 
morning forthe simple fun of the thing. He was 
on Government business, and he, too, was bound 
for the Britannid. 

The forward deck of the big iron steam-ship was 
alive with sailors and steerage passengers. Ladies 
in furs hung over the quarter shivering in the raw 
wind, yet curiously watching the approaching 
steamer, whose forward decks were now crowded 
with the warriers of Tammany. in the distance 
they were supposed to be devotees of the drama 
who had come to welcome Mr. Irving. The mis- 
take was apparent when they approached near 
enough to let off one of their unearthly yells. A 
grizzied officer on the bridge bawled out, ** Gone 
aboard the Yosemite.”” Mr. Schell had gone aft to 
speak with his friends on the yacht. Grafulla's 
Band struck up “Hail Columbia,” the warriors 
shouted “Schell.” ‘Scheil,” and the Grand 
Sachem of Tammany trotted forward and, baring 
his baid head, bowed his acknowledgment. ‘There 
was a frighful chaos of yells, stearn whistles, anda 
brass instruments. The Yosemite had a section of 
a brass band. which added to the uproar, and her 
master let off ashower of rockets. Very few of 
the Tammany followers knew that tte rockets 
were intenced forthe English actor, and that he 
was to be taken ashore by the Yosemite. 

By this time the Britannic’s anehor was off the 
bottom, a cataract of foamy water poured from 
herside, and pointing her bow toward the City 
rae shook off her puny companions, leaving them 
among tbe bubbles floating in her broad wake. 
Mr. Schell remained aboard with his wife. He 
presente? himself again to the Tammanyites. 

“There he is,” exclaimed Commissioner Brennan. 
ie He raises his hat,”’ said Justice Patrick Gavan

~ ie waves it,” shouted another, ané at some- 
body else’s suggestion there were more yells for 
“the warhorse of Democracy.’’ ‘The war horse 
calmly surveyed the scene. The Patrol landed ner 
passengers before the Britannic’s gang-plank was 
thrown outon the White Star pier. As soon as 
this was adjusted Mr. Kelly, with Spinola and 
Duffy at bis heels, pressed aboard and clasped the 
returned wanderer io their breasts. They lugged 
him aboard the Patrol and stood him up in the 
cabin, while all hands gathered about, and, follow- 
Ing the example of Culien and Patriek Napoleon 
Oakley, gripped him by the fist. They called for 
fire-water, anc the waiters brought it. They yelled 
for a speech, and Mr. Schell responded very briefly, 
the burden of nis remarks being tuat the Stars and 
Stripes were dearer to his old heart than ever be- 
fore. Finally he made his escape and fied up the 
pier, and the braves scat’ ered. 

Mr. s3chel)’s connection with Tammany dates 
back as far as 1836. and altogether he served near- 
ly a dozen years as Chairman of its General Com- 
mittee. Whenever Tammany has wanted a can- 
Gidate of the upper crust to lead a forlorn hope, 
Mr. Schell has stepped into the breach. He brings 
nothing frem abroad that will be of more value to 
Tammany than the fine assortment of bunting 
knives which he will distribute among them at 
their next meeting of the General Committee. He

| PREACHING TO TNE CONVICTS IN THE PENI-* 


TENTIARY, 

Assistant Bishop Henry t. Potter, who was 
on Saturday consecrated at Grace Church, preached 
yesterday morning to the inmates of the peniten- 
tlary at Blackwelt’s Island. In his proposal to lec- 
ture, made to the Superintendent of the institu- 
tion, the Assistant Bishop stated that it was his de- 
sire to begin his career in his high office in what he 
considered to be the most important field for re- 
ligieus work. At 10:30 190 male convicts, arrayed 
in the prison garb ef brown and white, entered, in 
single file, the new dining-room, in whieh the ser- 
vices were beld. They took their seats on the 
plain deal benches in perfect order, and were im- 
mediately followed by 27 female prisoners, who 
occupied the front seats in the room. These were 
neatly dressed in the prescribed biue and white 
stripe, to which some of the colored prisoners haa 


supplemented a bright-hued scarf, or a silk bow 
wern in the hair. : 

Most of the men looked around them stolidly 
and with dogged expressions of countenance, scan- 
ning the green-painted rafters of the apartment or 
allowing their glances to wander throug!) the iron- 
barred windows into the pleasant grounds outside. 
They returned with interest any looks vast in their 
direction, and surveyed the whole proceedings 
with curiosity at the commencement and in- 
difference toward the end. ‘they rarely 
joined in any of the responses and never 
leaned forward during the times of prayer. 
Each seemed unaware even of the presence of 
those sitting next him. The women were more 
attentive to the services, the colored ones fre- 
quently singingin loud shrill voices, which could 
readily be heard above those of the choir. Two or 
three of them. with undeniably refined faces, 
seemed to shrink from the ordeal of being gazed 
upon, and never raised their beads from the leaflet 
which was furnished toeach prisoner by the New- 
York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society. 
Tney were mostiy women who had been convicted 
of larceny. Many of them were young and pretty. 
Five male prisoners satin front, representing the 
choir, and one man in particular had an admirable 
tenor voice. The warden stated that these men 
were exceedingly musical, and danced in a manner 
which excited no smail amount of envy among 
the others. Oneoftne choir was a buriy-looking 
coal black negro, who wore glasses and sang 
strenuously the whole time. The organ, however, 
was so ineffectively played that it would have 
spoiled the singing of the most accomplished artist. 

The service was read by the Rey. J. B. Morse, 
one of the missionaries in charge, assisted 
by the Rev. William G. French, missionary in 
charge of the alms-bouse and insane asylum, an 
the Rev. J. W. Mayer, missionary in charge of the 
Charity Hospital. President Porter, of the Depart- 
ment of Charities and Correction: the Rev. Mr. 
Bourne, of the Charity Hospital, and the Rev. 0. 
B. Keith were also present. Assistant Bishop 
Potter said that he accounted it a privi- 
lege to begin his work as a_ missionary 
among them. After reference to the various 
methods in which parents brought tp their chil- 
dren, he said that the temptations In the lives of 
those present and of his own were the same. 
It was often nothing more than a mere accident 
that separated men from each other i, their " sempe 
and training, and cast some into the hot fire of 
temptation and others, es it were, into the cool 
shadow of safety. He said that every man at 
some time of his life had to confront the power of 
evil in the shape of some man or woman who 
offered a chance to do wrong without being 
caught red-handed. He said there was a \ibrary iu 
the prison with books in it containing the stories 
of brave, patient, and heroic men who had 
lived in other ages. He alluded to e 
story of the prisoner in the Middle Ages 
who, locked up in his ceil for W years 
for a political offense, wrote one of the most muas- 
terly treatises in mathematics that had ever been 
given to the world. There was another story of a 
man who, shut away from society fora hasty act 
that had cost a fellow-being bis life, spent his days 
in covering the walls of his cell with pictures which 
to-day lived in the memories of men as among the 
mightiest triumphs of human art. He spoke of 
men who, imprisoned by adverse circumstances, 
had been enabled to do things for the world, for 
truth, for science, and for religion. Such stories 
might kindle tne bope of being something better 
than they were in the breasts of those present.
